IMPORTANT DRAWBACK DE- 
CISION. 


A case, which has been before the 
courts a long time, and which in great 
part hinged on the proper interpreta- 
tion of the word “export,’’ has finally 
been decided by the Court of Claims, 
the learned judge giving a _ lengthy 
opinion which is apparently exhaustive 
of the subject, but, unfortunately, 
leaves several points undecided. The 
case was based on a claim for draw- 
back on imported oils sold to vessels to 
be used in transit. The Court decided 
that this does not constitute an ex- 
port and that in order to constitute 
a valid claim for drawback of duty 
paid on the goods impurted they must 
be shipped to some foreign port, though 
the actual landing in a foreign port is 
not stated as requisite. This, how- 
ever, is implied. Goods of foreign pro- 
duction on which a drawback has been 
claimed may be lost at sea, therefore 
under the definition of the learned 
judge the “‘export’’ was not completed 
and the claim for drawback cannot be 
sustained. But suppose the drawback 
has been paid in the interim between 
the date of shipment and loss at sea? 
This has undoubtedly occurred in 
numerous instances, as the customs 
regulations of 1899, Article 1,194, pro- 
vide that drawbacks shall be made 
payable thirty days from the date of 
clearance of the vessel or conveyance 
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in which the exportation was made; 
the period of thirty days presumably 
being fixed by the department as suf- 
ficient time to enable the exporting 
vessel to be well on her journey with 
the merchandise out of the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 

Another important question suggests 
itself, one which appears to have been 
entirely overlooked by the contestants. 
A foreign vessel is regarded as foreign 
territory. If, then, imported goods on 
which a drawback is claimed, are 
shipped on a foreign vessel they are, to 
all intents and purposes, in a foreign 
country when beyond the harbor or 
coast jurisdiction of the United States. 
Or, if such goods are shipped on an 
American vessel and transferred to a 
foreign vessel at sea, that certainly 
would complete the exportation, al- 
though they might be consumed on the 
foreign vessel. These are interesting 
points not touched upon in the learned 
judge’s decision, but which should re- 
ceive judicial deierminarion. Copious 
extracts from the Court’s decision will 
be found on another page of this issue 
of the Reporter.

STRONG POSITION OF SHELLAC. 


The strength which has character- 
ized the shellac market for a number 
of months past still prevails, with pros- 
pects for continuing strong for some 
months to come, and all indications 
point to a higher range of prices, not 
only here, but in all the markets of the 
world. The spot supply is very light, 
and no heavy arrivals are looked for. 
The cargo of the Queen Alexandra, re- 
ferred to in our market report last 
week, was nearly all sold to arrive, 
and thus did not come onto the mar- 
ket. This steamer brought in the only 
lot of shellac that has been turned out 
in fair shape during the past two or 
three months, and her cargo was only 
partly free at that. ° 

Shipments of shellac from Calcutta 
to all parts of the world during the 
first half of January were very light, 
amounting only to about 3,300 cases, of 
which only one hundred are for the 
American market. The following table 
gives the shipments from Calcutta to 
the United States so far this season:—

It is estimated that the consumption 

of shellac in America during 1901 
amounted to about 60,000 cases, The 
landings of shellac in American ports 
during last year aggregated 62,679 
cases, leaving only a very small sur- 


plus stock in the hands of dealers. It 
has been predicted that during 1902 
there would be an unusual scarcity, 
and if the demand during the current 
year is on the same ratio as that of 
1901, this forecast will surely be ful- 
filled,

THE ADVANCE IN WINDOW GLASS. 

The demoralization into which the 
window glass business of the country 
had been thrown by the lack of har- 
mony among the principal manufactur- 
ing interests has been rather suddenly 
terminated. As stated in our last the 
leading producing companies met here 
in conference with National Jobbers’ 
Association and determined upon a 
course of action which practically com- 
pelled what was held to be the disturb- 
ing element in the situation to aban- 
don its methods. 

Instead of making a further cut in 
prices, which it was believed would 
have only increased the feeling of de- 
moralization, it was decided to advance 
wages an average of 10 per cent., in- 
creasing the cost of production to that 
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extent. It is claimed that this will act 
as an effectual check upon the cutters, 
as in order not to lose their operators 
they will have to pay the higher rate 
of wages, and as the present prices are 
already very close to cost, they could 
not, under this increase, be further ma- 
terially shaded without a heavy loss. 
The outside interest has, however, not 
entirely abandoned its policy since it 
has put out quotations 2% per cent. be- 


low those of its competitors, but it is 
understood that its production for a 
long time to come is already under 


contract at low prices and it is not ex- 
pected to much of a factor in the 
situation for a considerable period. The 
third important producing interest, the 
co-operative concern recently incorpor- 
ated under the laws of New Jersey, is 
also eliminated as a possible disturbing 
element by being taken under the pro- 
tection of the chief producing company 
and guaranteed its share of the busi- 
ness. It has remained for the jobbers 
to take the final action in putting the 
market on a stable basis, and this they 
have done by withdrawing all previous 
quotations and putting out prices based 
on 90 and 10 per cent. discount from the 
New York list, to carload buyers,

An extreme scarcity of supplies, 
coupled with an active demand, both 
for home consumption and for export, 
caused the advance, in October, to 
fifty-seven cents, the record price of 


the year. The lack of supplies was not 
due to a scarcity of the root, but to 
the fact that little or none was dug 
by the Indians in the West, and that 
the white men who usually gather the 
root, were employed in the harvest 
fields, where, on account of the heavy 
wheat crop, laborers were at a prem- 
ium and could earn more as harvest 
hands than they could digging root 
For this reason Western dealers were 
offering Canadian shippers up to forty- 
seven cents a pound for Manitoba root 
and obtaining very little even at these 
high prices. The amount of root car- 
ried over from 1900 was small, and 
this fact served to strengthen the mar- 
ket still further. 


The actions of the market during the 
past year may be summarized as fol- 
lows: In January, the market was 
very dull, with holders here quoting 
forty cents. Toward the end of the 
month baled goods sold in the West 
at thirty-four cents. Spot quotations 
dropped two cents in February, and 
there was some manipulation by bear- 
ish interests. Subsequently conditions 
strengthened a little, both here and 
in the West, but the improvement did 
not last, and during March the mar- 
ket showed great irregularity, with sell- 
ers here at thirty-five cents, in spite 
of reports of small stocks in the West. 
All during April and May the market 
was extremely uninteresting. Prices 
declined in June to thirty-one cents. 
There were some sales for export dur- 
ing the month mentioned, but the 
market continued to sag and prices 
dropped to thirty cents during the first 
week in July. The latter part of the 
month, however, brought a firmer mar- 
ket, and dealers advanced their quo- 
tations four cents. During August 
stocks became scarce; conflicting crop 
reports came from the West. Laborers 
in the harvest fields of the Dakotas 
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were hard to obtain and commanded 
high wages. These people usually dug 
root, but were able to earn more 
handling the heavy wheat crop, and 
consequently little root was dug. The 
high quotation in August was thirty- 
eight cents. In September the demand 
became active and quotations were ad- 
vanced by degrees to forty-five cents, 
and then, in one jump to fifty-five 
cents, with very little root offered even 
at that price. The West reported great 
scarcity, and one lot of 1,000 pounds 
was held by a Western dealer at sixty 


cents. Much the same conditions pre- 
vailed during the early part of Oc- 
tober, Rain interfered seriously with 
What digging was being done in the 
West, and dealers in St. Paul and 


Minneapolis were offering high prices 
to Canadian shippers. Good sales were 
made here and prices advanced to fifty- 
seven cents. Toward the end of the 
month the demand eased off a little, 
but no change in quotations occurred 
until November, when a decline of two 
cents took place. Before the end of 
the month a further decline of one 
cent was announced. In December the 
market was dull; there was little or 
no demand, and only the scarcity of 
Supplies kept prices up. Dealers 
shaded quotations, however, and before 
the 


end of the year Manitoba root 
declined to fifty-one cents and Min- 
nesota to fifty-two cents. These prices 
were current at the close of the year.

Consular Invoices, 


Washington, Jan. 31, 1902. 

The Treasury Department has made 
an important ruling that will be pro- 
mulgated by the Secretary of State for 
the guidance of United States Consuls 
throughout the world in the consulat- 
ing of invoices. 

The Department recently undertook 
to reform the rather loose practices 
Which have grown up in the past few 
years with regard to the preparation 
of invoices, and issues certain regula- 
tions prescribing requirements apply- 
ing specifically to foreign commission 
merchants who purchase merchandise 
for the account of importers in this 
country, and requiring them to sign 
invoice declarations as the agents of 
the purchasers, ete. This regulation 
has been resisted at a number of large 
foreign ports, and the State Department 
recently received a report from the 
Consul General at Marseilles, France, 
concerning the obstacles in the way of 
carrying out the requirements. The 
Department has since made a very 
careful examination of the law in the 
case, and has forwarded the following 
communication to the Secretary of 
State:— 


“I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter enclosing copy of a 
dispatch from the Consul-General at Mar- 
seilles in regard to the difficulty of en- 
forcing the regulation that commission 
merchants abroad purchasing merchan- 
dise for and shipping the same to im- 
porters in this country should sign the 
declaration to be indorsed on the invoice 
as the agent of the purchaser. It is al- 
leged that the application of this rule is 
fraught with considerable inconvenience, 
both to shippers and consular officers, for 
the reason that in certain cases, not- 
withstanding the commission merchants 
abroad do not contest the propriety of the 
application of the rule to their business 
operations, the American importers have 
refused to forward powers of attorney; 
American consuls elsewhere are satisfied 
to permit commission merchants to sign 
invoices in their own names as sellers; 
and commission merchants abroad with 
long lists of occasional customers in the 
United States tell when they will receive 
a cablegram authorizing a purchase, un- 
der which circumstances it is impossible 
to secure a power of attorney in time. 

“Your department’s circular of Decem- 
ber 18, 1900, embodying this department's 
letter of December 3, 1900, T. D. 22,646, 
was predicated upon the fact that the 
item of commission appearing in the in- 
voice having indorsed thereon a declara- 
tion signed by a commission merchant as 
‘seller’ would be treated as part of the 
dutiable value of the merchandise cov- 
ered by such invoice, and it was for the 
purpose of protecting merchants doing a 
legitimate commission business that the 
department suggested the wisdom of re- 
quiring declarations to be signed by com- 


mission merchants as the agent of the 
puchaser. A consideration of sections 2 
and 3 of the act of June 10, 1890, would 


seem to fully sustain the position of the 
department. In the first section referred 
to it is provided:— 

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 

“That all invoices of imported merchandise 
shall be signed by the person owning 
or shipping the same, if the merchandise has 
been actually purchased, or by the manufac- 
turer or owner thereof, if the same has been 
procured otherwise than by purchase, or by the 
duly authorized agent of such purchaser, manu- 
facturer, or owner.’ 

“It will be perceived that the person 
owning and shipping is the purchaser, and 
the law provides that the invoice shall 
be signed either by him or by the duly 
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authorized agent of ‘such purchaser.’ 

Section 3 provides:— 
‘**That all such invoices ° shall 
a declaration

in most cases would be performed by the 
same person it would not appear un- 
reasonable to require that the agent of 
the purchaser signing the declaration be 
duly authorized; but_in this connection I 
am of opinion that the due authorization 
by a resident of this country of a com 
mission merchant abroad to pure hase mer- 
chandise for him and sign the invoice 
would be a sufficient authorization of 
such agent to sign the declaration. 


It is understood the Secretary of 
State will embody the above letter in 
a circular to Consuls, and importers 
should therefore prepare to co-operate 


with their foreign agents in observing 
its provisions.

On 
Wolf creek, Haler & Co. have com- 
pleted their test well on the Effie Burt 
farm, and the well produced 40 barrels 
the first 12 hours after it was put to 
pumping. 

Guffey & Galey, of Pittsburgh, have 
struck it rich in the Bath county, Ky., 
oil fields. They are pumping twelve 
well simultaneously into a 56,000-barrel 
tank. It is the only tank of its size in 
Kentucky and one of the larges in the 
world. Twenty-eight wells have been 
sunk in this field in the last three 
months, and every one is rich with oil. 
The field is twelve miles across a 
mountain and the oil will have to be 
piped over to Salt Lick before ready for 
the market, 

In the Graysville development, in 
Monroe county, O., the Fisher Oil Co. 
has completed its No. 6 on the F. L. 
Scarborough farm, and has a 10-barrel 
pumper in the Keener sand. Franchot 
Bros. & Co. have completed their No. 
30 on the W. A. Delaplaine farm, and 
have a show for a 30-barrel producer. 
In the same district, H. J. Parker has 
completed his Nos, 2 and 3 on the Ed- 
ward Dougherty farm, and has a brace 
of small producers, good for 5 and 10 
barrels a day respectively. 


OBITUARY.

George G. Cowl, a well-known drug 
broker, died at his home in this city on 
Sunday, January 26, aged 58 years. His 
death was due to an attack of pneu- 
monia., 

Mr. Cowl began his business career

Minezek, a fellow clerk, he _ started 
business as broker in crude drugs.

Short Weight Quinine Tablets. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 24, 1902. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

Your issue of Dec. 16, 1901, contained a 
letter from a Washington correspondent 
entitled ‘Quinine Tablets Found De- 
ficient,” and an editorial commenting 
thereon entitled “Government Contracts 
with Unqualified Contractors,” in which 
occur statements which are untrue, mis- 
leading and unfair to the house of Clinton 
E. Worden & Co. The letter charges that 
house with adulterating quinine tablets 
furnished the War Department at Manila, 
and the editorial suggests various hy- 
potheses as possible explanations. 

The quinine tablets furnished by Clin- 
ton E. Worden & Co. were not adulter- 
ated, as the inclosed copies of letter and 
report from the Surgeon General’s office 
at Washington clearly explain, and no 
charge of adulteration was ever made 
against Clinton E. Worden & Co. by the 
War Department. 

Tt is true that a small portion of the 
quinine tablets furnished by us ran short 
in weight, due to carelessness in the oper- 
ative department. As soon as we became 
conversant with the facts, which was not 
officially, we insisted that the entire ship- 
ment should be returned to us at our ex- 
pense, and the error was quickly corrected 
by our replacing the entire order, Though 
serious enough to cause just complaint 
on the part of the War Department, and 
the deepest regret on our part, it was, as 
vou well know, an error that might have 
happened in the laboratory of any other 
manufacturer. Nevertheless, you seek to 
zive the impression that the error would 
not have happened if the order had been 
sent “to any of the large manufacturers 
of the Mississippi.”” Upon sugges- 
tion you will probably recall that some 
vears ago a commission was appointed by 
the Medical News to investigate the qui- 
nine pills of “large manufacturers east 
of the Mississippi.’”” Upon examination 
and analysis it was found, and the com- 
mission so reported, that the quinine pills 
of certain “large manufacturers east of 
the Mississippi’? were deficient. There- 
fore, vour argument fails, and it does not 
follow that the laboratory of Clinton E. 
Worden & Co. “was not. properly 
equipped.’”’ On the contrary, the labora- 
torv of Clinton E. Worden & Co. Is 
properly equipped, and second to none in 
every necessary detail and _ facility. 
Through the carelessness of employees 
passenger trains have been wrecked on 
some of the best equipped railroads in the 
world, in spite of all the safeguards adopt- 
ed to prevent such accidents. 

Would it not have been fairer on your 
part to have acquainted yourself with 
our reputation for integrity, and ascer- 
tained our facilities for manufacture 
(which have proven as a rule sufficient 
to execute large orders with accuracy and 
dispatch) before publishing charges of 
adulteration and implications regarding 
our facilities. p 

Please give this letter and inclosed re- 
port the same prominence in your next 
issue accorded the attack on our house 
published in your issue of Dec. 16, 1901. 
We have no doubt you will cheerfully 
comply with this request, and thus retain 
that reputation for fairness which has 
hitherto distinguished your excellent jour-

fraudulent intent, as a make-weight, 
he seeks a statement from this office of 
the facts in the case, and whether such 
charge is borne out by them. 

Two analyses were made of different 
samples. In one of these there was a de- 
ficiency in the amount of the quinine 
salt amounting to 36 per cent. and in the 
other to 26 per cent., in each tablet. This 
is not denied by Mr. Worden, but is at- 
tributed to an error of an employee.

The amount of ash found in the two 
samples was nearly the same—about 14 
per cent, calculated on the quinine salt 


(200 mg.). The mineral matter was almost 


wholly tale. The amount found in the 
large number of samples of supplies fur- 
nished by Mr. Worden has varied from 
9 per cent. to 18 per cent., calculated on 


the quinine. The tablets also varied in 
weight from 260 to 280 mgs., or from 60 to 
80 mgs. in excess of the required weight 
of quinine. The foregoing are the perti- 
nent facts furnished by analysis, and 
from them the inference is clear that the 
charge made is absolutely without war- 


rant. 



















































It may be here remarked, apropos of 
the presence of mineral matter in the 
* tablets, that the use of talcum, together 
with starch and sugar of milk, as an 
excipient, is very common in some of the 
best houses in the country. It is also 
much used in Germany, a well-known 
formula in use there prescribing a weight 
of talcum equal to one-sixth of the weight 
of quinine in the tablet. It is in no sense 
of the word an adulterant.

Fire Insurance Trusts. 
New York, Jan. 30, 1901. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

T want to call the attention of all read- 
ers of the Reporter to a bill now before 
the Legislature at Albany, which should 
receive the support of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, of the Drug Club, the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club; and their 
indorsement should be sent to the Assem- 
bly and Senate without delav. The bill ts 
Assembly Bill No. 345, and is entitled: 
“An act to prevent fire insurance com- 
nanies entering into or maintaining pools, 
trusts, consniracies or agreements to con- 
trol rates of insurance.” 

This bill makes !t a misdemeanor, pun- 
ished bv a fine of not less than two hun- 
dred and fiftv dollars, or more than one 
thousand dollars, for anv corporation au- 
thorized to do a fire insurance business 
in this State. or any partnershin, associa- 
tion or individual to maintain, create, 
enter into, become a member of or a 
nartv to anv pool, trust, agreement, con- 
dition, confederation or understanding 
with any other corporation or person or 
nersons who regulate or fix the price to 
he paid for insuring property against loss 
or damage by fire or lightning. or who 
shall enter into, become a member of or 
a partv to anv pool, trust. agreement. 
condition. confederation or understanding 
to fix the price to be paid for such In- 
surance. 

Reside the fine to be paid. anv offending 
eerporation shall forfeit its right to do 
husiness in this State. Before the first 
dav of July in each vear the superintend- 
ent of insurance shall send a letter to 
each fire insurance company. inquiring if 
it is interested In anv trust, pool. con- 
sniracy, agreement or has any under- 
standing with anv other corporation, and 
an answer under oath from the 
president or secretary on or before the 
following thirtieth of September. It Its 
also made the duty of such superintend- 
ent to proceed against anv corporation 
violating the act.

Meeting of the Philadelphia Drag 
Exchange. 


On Tuesday evening last the Phila- 
delphia Drug Exchange held their an- 
nual meeting, at which a dinner was 
served. The meeting was called to or- 
der by President Walter V. Smith, who 
called upon Mr. C. F. Shoemaker to 
read the forty-first annual report of the 
association, which is as follows:— 


Directors’ Report. 


The past year may be justly descri 
from a commercial standpoint, as one o 
record-breaking prosperity. With giant 
strides this great country of ours is mov- 
ing on to the front rank in the affairs of 
the nations to which destiny has appar- 
ently assigned it. 

The wholesale drug business is one 
which, as a rule, is conducted on a most 
conservative basis. For this reason it is 
less subject to variation in profits caused 
by speculation and market changes than 
most other lines. While it is no doubt 
probable that our profits in times of com- 
mercial prosperity are less than they 
otherwise might be, it is also true that 
our losses in periods of commercial de- 
pression are also less. The business re- 
vival of the last few years, however, has 
so fully covered every point of the com- 
mercial field that there is no doubt that 
the year just passed will show very satis- 
factory results to houses in our line as 
well as others. 

The most gratifying feature about the 
present era of business activity has been 
its permanent and substantial character. 
The last twelve months have witnessed 
several events which, under former con- 
ditions, would have made it a year of 
commercial disaster instead of commer- 
cial success. The Northern Pacific cor- 
ner, which culminated in May last; the 
stupendous strike of the steel workers; 
the failure of the corn crop; the assas- 
sination of President McKinley, and the 
recent collapse in copper have all taken 
place within one calendar year, and yet 
the ordinary course of business affairs 
has not been seriously affected. It is true 
that the field of speculation in stocks has 


heen circumscribed, the daily sales thus 
far on the New York Exchange this 


month averaging but one-third to one- 
half what they were a year ago. Still. 
this is an evidence of a tendency toward 
safe and conservative dealing, and not a 
token of commercial depression: and this 
is further shown bv the fact that seats 
on the New York Stock Exchange have 
recently sold at a higher figure than ever 
hefore in the history of the institution. 
Our commercial achievements during the 
last few years have been so extraordinary 
and so far-reaching in their character and 
consequences that it seems most appro- 
priate on occasions like this that we 
should express our gratitude both as a 
nation and as Individuals, 


COURSE OF THE DRUG MARKET. 


It is again a pleasure to record that 
one of the most gratifying features of the 
drug line during the year has been the 
comparative absence of large speculative 
movements. There have been compara- 
tively few market changes in values dur- 
ing the year, and these have been deter- 
mined generally by the natural law of 
supply and demand, rather than by man- 
ipulation at the hands of outside opera- 
tors. Every year brings the markets of 
the world closer together on crude drugs 
and more on a parity with each other. 
The great improvements in the facilities 
of communication and_ transportation 
which have been effected in the last few 
years have, likewise, served to increase 
the disposition of the foreign sellers of 
such goods to seek direct intercourse with 
American buyers, thus minimizing the 
field of operations for those houses who 
act as importers and distributers of this 
class of goods, These reasons have helped 
to discourage speculation and to keep the 
market steady. 

One of the most interesting events in 
our line in connection with the chemical 
business has been the very bitter warfare 
recently waged between the various man- 
ufacturers of two important chemical 
salts, which has resulted in the sale for 
several months of one of these products 
at a rate which was popularly supposed 
to be at or below cost. This is another 
illustration of the fact that the popular 
expression, ‘“‘Competition is the life of 
trade’ is likewise a popular fallacy. After 
this warfare had been continued for sev- 
eral months an agreement among the 
manufacturers was quickly arrived at, 
and harmony now prevails. During the 
time the conflict continued the manufac- 
turers experienced a_ considerable loss 
without any corresponding gain to others, 
as no one was particularly benefited by 
the reduction. It seems, therefore, as 
though this were one of those cases which 
would better have been arranged at an 
earlier stage of the proceedings. 


NATIONAL PURE FOOD AND DRUG LAW. 


Since our last report this subject may 
be said to have been held in abeyance. 
There was no meeting of the National 
Pure Food Congress held last year, as 
there has been for the past two years, nor 
is there any meeting contemplated this 
year, so far as we are advised. The death 
of the Hon. Marriot Brosius, who was per- 
haps more deeply interested in the sub- 
ject than any other member of Congress, 
has no doubt given the cause a temporary 
setback, and thus far no other member 
of Congress has seemed disposed to pick 
up the mantle which has dropped from 
his shoulders, 

There has, likewise, been very little 
public agitation on the subject during the 
last year, although this does not neces- 
sarily betoken a lack of public interest. 
Indeed, it may be truly said that the 
wholesale druggists should not need the 
stimulus of a law of this kind to cause 
them to exercise the most scrupulous care 
and fidelity in regard to the quality of 
the goods which they handle. 

INTERNAL REVENUE LAW. 


In our last report reference was made to 
the efforts which had been made by pro- 
prietors, wholesalers and retailers to se- 
cure the repeal of Schedule B and its de- 
pendent clauses, and likewise to abolish 
the stamp tax on checks, promissory 
notes and various other documents. At 
that time it seemed unlikely that these 
efforts would be successful, but, to the 
surprise and gratification of all concerned,

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Redemption of Proprietary Stamps. 
Washington, Jan. 31, 1902. 
Action taken by the Senate Finance 
Committee on the 28th inst., empha- 
sizes the importance of a prompt and 
vigorous movement on the part of 
manufacturers of proprietary prepara- 


tions, medicinal compounds, etc., tax- 
able under Schedule B of the War 
Revenue act, who were left with con- 


siderable stocks of stamped goods on 
hand when the repeal of Schedule B 
took effect, July 1, 1901. The commit- 
tee has reported to the Senate the 
Payne bill providing for the redemp- 
tion of documentary and proprietary 
stamps, but instead of liberalizing its 
provisions, it has actually narrowed 
the scope of the measure. As reported 
the bill provides as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., that the act entitled 
‘An act authorizing the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to redeem or make al- 
lowance for internal revenue stamps’ ap- 
proved May 12, 1900, be amended by adding 
to the second proviso the following: ‘Ex- 
cepting documentary and proprietary 
stamps issued under the act of June 13, 
1898, which stamps may be redeemed upon 
presentation within two years after the 
passage of this act,’ so that said proviso 
shall read as follows: 

***Provided further, That no claim for 
the redemption of or allowance for stamps 
shall be allowed unless presented within 
two years after the purchase of said 
stamps from the Government excepting 
documentary and proprietary stamps is- 
sued under the act of June 13, 1898, which 
stamps may be redeemed upon presenta- 
tion within two years after the passage 
of this act.’’ 































In reporting this bill the Senate 
Committee struck out the following 
provision incorporated in the measure 
by the House:— 

“Provided further, That any such 
stamps erroneously attached and can- 


celled may be redeemed at any time with- 
in two years after the affixing and can- 
cellation of the same.”’ 

There is some doubt as to the exact 
purpose of the committee in striking 
out this provision, although it is gen- 
erally stated that it was believed to be 
redundant, and therefore unnecessary 
because covered by the provisions of 
the bill as reported. It is obvious, 
however, that this provision is much 
broader in scop than the bill as re- 
ported, for the reason that document- 
ary stamps, at least, which may be 
purchased hereafter, could have been 
redeemed thereunder at any time 
within two years after affixing or can- 
celing them, instead of within two 
years from the date of their purchase, 
as will be the case should the bill 
pass in the form as reported. 

It is probable that the status of pro- 
prietary stamps will not be affected by 
the omission of the provision stricken 
out by the Senate Committee, for the 
reason that the bill as reported pro- 
vides for redemption upon presentation 
within two years after the passage of 
this act, and as manufacturers have 
all had ample notice of the repeal of 
Schedule B, and are not now required 
to affix stamps to any of their prod- 
ucts, they will find it no hardship to 
complete and file their claims within 
the next two years. 

It had been hoped that the Senate 
Committee would amend the House 
bill so as to provide for the redemp- 
tion of a considerable quantity of 
stamps, which it has not been found 
practicable to redeem under the regu- 
lations prescribed by the Internal Rev-

Manufacturers of this class believed 
that they were equitably entitled to a 
refund of the tax paid on articles not; 
sold for consumption prior to July 1, 
and they therefore took action to as- 
certain the value of the stamps 
fixed to goods in stock on that date, 
so that in the event of legislation by 
Congress providing for the repayment 
of the tax, they could furnish satis- 
factory proofs as to the amount of 
their claims. Inventories were care- 
fully taken of all stamped articles in 
their possession on July 1, and they 
can furnish sworn statements showing 
the number of cases of each kind of 
goods, the number of taxable packages 
in each case, the rate of tax per pack- 
age, and therefore the total amount 
of the tax. Under these circumstances 
they have memorialized the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, as re- 
cently stated in these dispatches, hop- 
ing to have his co-operation in secur- 
ing the necessary amendments of the 
law. It had been their hope that the 
Payne bill above quoted would be so 
amended soas to provide for these re- 
funds, but the action of the Senate 
Committee in reporting it without en- 
larging its scope will make it necessary 
either to secure its amendment during 
the debate on the floor of the Senate, 
or to bring forward an _ independent 
measure which must run the gauntlet 
of both houses.

The Lemon Oil Industry.* 


BY HERBERT E. BURGESS, F. C. 8., AND 
J. F. CHILD. 


After giving an account of the early 
history and uses of the lemon, the au- 
thors went on to say:— 

The two principal lemon-growing dis- 
tricts now are Sicily and the Riviera, 
but the Tyrol, Spain, Portugal, and the 
countries on the south coast of the 
Mediterranean also supply a very con- 
siderable quantity of the fruit. 

The climate for the cultivation of the 
lemon should be moist and sheltered, 
and the soil naturally drained. The 
cultivated trees of Sicily demand such 
an amount of moisture as can be ob- 
tained only at the mountain slopes, and 
the structure of the mountains is 
peculiarly favorable to this end. The 
loose stones of which they are mostly 
composed absorb the rain water 
through their innumerable pores and 
fissures, and afterwards allow it to 
swell forth in springs lower down. In 
this way the irrigation, which is ab- 
solutely indispensable for the members 
of the citron tribe during the dry sea- 
son, is obtained. 

The whole north and east coast, from 
the Bay of Castella round by Messina 
to Avola, is an almost endless succes- 
sion of orchards, In the interior of Sicily 
practically no lemon, or, indeed, other 
trees are cultivated. 

A young lemon tree will begin bear- 
ing when five years old, and will pro- 
duce about 200 lemons. When fifteen

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One condition of those | or twenty years old it will average 1,000 Jamaica 


fruit a tree, and a full grown tree will 
produce from 3,000 to 5,000. A lemon 
tree can be made to flower early by 
suitable irrigation, and bear fruit 
(the summer crop), which is nearly all 
exported, and fetches high prices, but it 
is said, however, to be detrimental to 
the tree, and not to’be indulged in too 
many times in succession, the trees be- 
ing allowed to take their natural 
course, and to produce fruit ripening in 
December. 

The cultivation of the lemon and pro- 
duction of its essential oil is probably 
the chief revenue-bearing industry of 
Sicily. In compiling their commercial 
statistics the Italian Board of Trade do 
not specify the lemons separately from 
the oranges, and there is no reliable in- 
formation as to the value of the indus- 
try from the exports, but the extent of 
the industry in Sicily may be gathered 
from the statistics of the export from 
the two principal towns, viz., Palermo 
and Messina, 

Palermo exported, in 
and lemons, 56,583,720 kilos. Out of this 
amount there were imported to the 
United Kingdom 11,018,470 kilos. In 1898 
Palermo exported 51,759 kilos of essen-

380 kilos. Messina exported, 1899, 
oranges and lemons, 59,809,682 kilos; of 
essential oils, 363,312 kilos; citric acid, 
111,070 kilos; citrate of lime, 1,060,000 
kilos; concentrated lemon juice, 2,147,- 
719 kilos.

LINSEED.—The market has _ been 
more or less irregular. Early in the 
week sales were made of about 12 cars 
for February-March at 60@6ic., and 
later 3 cars more were picked up by 
the leading company, who was the 
chief buyer, at 62c. There is no im- 
portant demand, neither are crushers 
anxious sellers of round lots either for 
prompt or forward at 62c, At the same 
time retail sales are being made at 62@ 
63c. for prompt delivery. The leading 
company purchased before the advance 
occurred about 1,000,000 bushels, or 25,- 
000 tons, of Argentine seed for Feb- 
ruary-March shipment, but since the 
advance no further sales are reported. 
City oil is quoted at 63@64c. for raw 
and 65@66c. for boiled, and Western 
and State oil at 62@63c. for raw, with 
limited offerings thereat. 

COTTONSEED.—The past week has 
been one of the dullest the trade has 
experienced this season. The weak 
tone noted at the close of our last be- 
came more pronounced, and at the 
opening of the week there was more 
pressure to sell, Speculators, to stimu- 
late this weakness, bought for Marchand 
April prime yellow at 41%c., but when 
they found the flood gates apparently 
were opened they gracefully retired 
from the market. Lard having broken 
several points, cotton oil was offered 
freely at 40c., and a few sales of prime 
yellow were made for March-April at 
this figure. Crude also declined, but as 
buyers would not bid over 324%4@33c., 
mills withdrew their offerings below 34 
@35c., though a few unimportant sales 
were made at 33@34c., according to 
freight rates. The market for the 
past three months has been dependent 
upon lard, which has declined over Ic., 
and cotton oil from 4c, to 5c., but un- 
fortunately the decline in cotton oil has 
not stimulated other outlets, hence we 
are still dependent upon lard and its 
compounds for the future success of 
cotton oil, as there is almost no export 
business except at prices much below 
the parity of this market; in fact, all 
foreign markets have reduced their 
bids below what they were willing to 
pay last week. The combine of the 
various steamer lines to advance ocean 
freights will have a further tendency 
to depress the export business in cot- 
ton oil. Compound lard is dull as far 
as new business is concerned, though 
packers at the moment are busy fill- 


ing old contracts. Outside of these 
they are indifferent about buying oil 
for the future, unless the demand for 


compound improves. There have been 
small sales of crude in the valley at 
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34c., and in the Atlantic at 33c. While 
Texas is offered at 33%c,. for February, 
buyers not bidding over 33c. for 
March, and this for a limited quantity 
for the trade, which has taken 
up a fair quantity for prompt, but 
with a decline in tallow and other soap 
greases further demand from this out-

soap 


let is not expected, except for a few 
single tanks now and then. At the 
close, with a slight improvement in 
lard, rather more interest was mani- 
fested in cotton oil by speculators who 


wanted to cover March and April, and 
bids of 41c. for 1,000 or 2,000 bbls. prime 
yellow were made, with 42c. asked. 
February oil was offered at 41c., with 
4014c. bid. The Union Oil Co. have re- 
duced their price 2c. for winter oils, 
but so far this has not stimulated the 
demand, though a few sales of sum- 
mer white were made at 44c. The mar- 
ket at the close is simply a waiting one 
to see what lard is going to do. Should 
it continue weak and declining, cotton 
oil will follow rts course, either up or 
down. The sales indicate the con-

CBEYLON.—Early in the week sales 
were made on the spot at 7%c., for sev- 
eral car lots, but at the close 8c, was 
asked for further lots. Shipments are 
quoted at 75%@7%c., with 7c, bid. 

COCHIN.—The market has about 
been cleared up of all available stocks, 


about 30 tons being taken at 8%c. At 
the close 94%c. was asked for a few re- 
tail lots. January-February shipments 
all sold. March shipment held at 7%%@ 
8c., with 7%c. bid and declined. 
CORN.—The market is firmer in all 
positions. For a limited quantity for 
February-March delivery  6.30c. is 
asked by the mills, but second hands 
might sell a few single cars at 6ce., 


though 2 cars were picked up at 5.90c. 
For jobbing store parcels 6%c is 
named. 

OLIVE.—The market has an easy 
tone and to place a round lot conces- 
sions would have to be named. Small 
jobbing sales are reported at 55@56c. and 
for arrival at 51@52c., as to quality. 
There have been several arrivals of 
ordinary grades of olive foots that have 
been rejected. For a choice quality 
64%4,@5%c. is named on the spot and for 
arrival 5%4c. is named, and for ordi- 
nary grades 4%@bic. asked, with 4%c. 
bid and declined. 

PALM.—The market under an im- 
proved demand is a shade firmer, with 
sales reported of 30 tons red oil at 54%c 
and 5%4c. declined for 50 tons at Bos- 
ton. Lagos is in limited supply and 
held at 5%c. Under reports of a fire in 
a factory at Rotterdam palm kernel 
is very much unsettled and at the close 
744c. was asked. Previous to this news 
it was offered on the spot and nearby 
at 6.40c., with 6%4c. best bid. 

MUSTARD.—Only a small jobbing de- 
mand for store lots at 51@652c., but to 
place a round lot this would have to be 
shaded. 

RAPE.—No change in the situation 
as regards choice grades, but for ordi- 
nary there is more pressure to sell 
spot lots, and lower prices are named. 
For choice burning grades 70@72c. is 
named and for blown and refined 67@ 
69c., according to seller and quantity. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD.—There has been a little more 
business in this oil but buyers still con- 
fine their purchases to such quantities 
as are needed for current consumption, 
and the market consequently still re- 
tains a rather quiet appearance. 
Limited supplies, however, keep the 
market firm and we hear of no price 
changes, 

DEGRAS.—There is a steady, though 
moderate, call for the various kinds, 
only immediate wants of consumption 
receiving attention. Prices, however, 
rest on a steady basis, and we have to 
repeat our quotations of 3@3%c. for 
German, 3%@3%c. for English and 
6@5'%éc. for French, according to holder 
and size of order. 

LARD OIL.—The market for prime 
has followed the ups and downs of the 
grease more or less closely during the 
interval, but the general trend has been 
downward and the price at the close is 
fully 2c. below that quoted ten days 
ago. The concession, however, does not 
seem to have stimulated the demand to 
any extent, home buyers taking no 
more than actually needed to cover 
pressing wants, while prices are still 
too much above the views of foreign 
consumers to admit of export business. 
We only hear of jobbing sales at the 
quotations of 77@78c. as to seller and 
quantity. The tone of the market for 
the low grade oils is as stiff as ever, 
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and there is a good demand for them, 
more particularly No. 1. Prices are

NEATSFOOT.—Some 20 deg. cold test 
white oil is on the market, and is of- 
fered at 90c., which price seems to be 
rather more than most buyers are will- 
ing to pay at present. For 30 deg., 76c. 
is asked, and 40 deg. is procurable at 
68c. The demand for these is fair but 
of a jobbing character. Prime and No. 
1 are rather quiet, but are held firmly 
up to the previous quotations, 

MENHADEN.—Continued scarcity of 
crude restricts business, but in the 
manufactured grades trade is improv- 
ing with the advance of the season, and 
the firm tone of the manket is main- 
tained. 

RED.—Buyers manifest comparative- 
ly little interest in saponified, and we 
hear of occasional jobbing sales only 
at 6%4@6%c. Larger buyers, however, 
could probably do better, but do not 
seem inclined to test the market. 
Elaine is dull and nominal. 

WHALE AND SPERM.—At last mail 
advices the 75 barrels of crude sperm, 
which constitutes the entire available 
supply at New Bedford, was still un- 
sold. For the manufactured grades the 
demand is restricted somewhat by the 
comparatively high prices quoted, but 
holders will grant no concessions, 

TALLOW OIL.—There continues a 
fairly active demand for acidless, 
which is very scarce, and held firmly at 
65@66c., as to seller and quantity. 
Prime also is firm, holders demanding 
60@62c., but there has been only a mod- 
erate jobbing ‘business done in this 
grade during the week. 

Mineral Oils. 

For cold test black oil there is quite a 
brisk demand, and cylinder stocks are 
in very good request; but as heretofore 


buyers show little disposition to anticl- 
pate wants, and the business reported 
is on the jobbing order There is a 


considerable inquiry also for wool oils. 

Prices throughout are steady, and we 

have no change to report in any line, 
Oil Cake, Meal, Ete. 

There have been several small sales 
of linseed cake for February at $28.50, 
but crushers generally are asking $29@ 
29.50, but this is above exporters’ views. 
Nothing new in cotton cake or meal, 
for which $24.50@24.75 short ton, f. o. b. 
Galveston is asked. Corn cake is firmer 
at $25@25.50 short ton seaboard deliv- 
ery.

PARAFFINE.—Shipments to Europe 
for the week were again heavy, ag- 
gregtaing 3 ,564 Ibs., compared with 
1,540,417 Ibs. for the preceding seven 
days.

Reports on Oleomargarine Bill. 
Washington, Jan. 31, 1902. 


In accordance with the decision of the 
House Committee on Agriculture to re- 
port the anti-oleomargarine bill with a 
favorable recommendation, Represen- 
tative Henry of Connecticut, submitted 
the bill and report on Wednesday of 
this week. The measure was fully out- 
lined in these dispatches last week, and 
is practically the same as the Grout 
bill, pending during the past two Con- 
gresses, 

The reduction of the tax on uncol- 
ored oleomargarine from 2 cents per 
pound to one-fourth of one cent is 
made the basis of a special argument 
in the report of the majority, which 
is in part as follows:— 


“A leading manufacturer of oleomarga- 
rine stated to your committee that he be- 
lieved it possible to build up a demand 
for the uncolored article, provided that 
colored oleomargarine was not a com- 
petitor in price. Another testified that a 
large proportion of the output of his fac- 
tory is uncolored and not made in imita- 
tion of butter, while a well-known State 
official produced evidence showing that 
the uncolored article can be sold and 
is being sold in his State to people who 
desire a cheap substitute for and not a 
counterfeit of butter. Therefore, your 
committee are of the opinion that the 
plea of the majority of manufacturers 
that the passage of this bill will kill the 
entire oleomargarine business is not the 
result of well-founded fears of the loss 
of patronage, but of a desire to be per- 
mitted to continue to produce an article 
with a large profit in its sale, which can 
only be made and sold in defiance or 
evasion of the laws of the majority of our 
States. 

“Your committee believe the manufac- 
ture and sale of oleomargarine will con- 
tinue under the provisions of this meas- 
ure, and that those who desire a cheap 
substitute for butter will purchase the 
uncolored article. The only difference is 
that the counterfeit article, colored in 
imitation of butter, will no longer be ac- 
cessible to hotel keepers, restaurant keep- 
ers and boarding-house proprietors at 
such prices as will be an inducement to 
them to deceive their guests, as is now, 
we believe, absolutely universal where it 
is served, and thus another class of con- 
sumers, who have been subject to imposi- 
tion for more than twenty years, will be 
able to know whether they are eati 
butter when they spread their bread. ft 
colored oleomargarine is served, it will 
be because it is better and not because it 
is cheaper than butter. 

“Serious conditions require drastic meas- 
ures, and it certainly appears from the 
testimony of those representing the pro- 
ducers of butter, as well as from the ad- 
missions of the witnesses for the other 
side, that those who are engaged in this 
oleomargarine traffic have absolutely no 
regard for State laws, and regard the 
public as their legitimate victim, in whose 
behalf they resent the interference of the 
General Government. Tne continued ex- 
istence of such a condition we cannot but 
believe furnishes a demoralizing example 
to our pecote in trade, who are being 
tutored by this oleomargarine interest in 
the art of evasion and defiance of the 
legally-constituted authorities. 

ee members a your committee 
concur in recommending the passage of 
House Bill 9,206, as amended, vis: 8. 
Henry, Charles F. Wright, Gilbert H.

The minority of the House Commit- 
tee, which embraces Chairman Wads- 
worth and Messrs, Connell, Scott, Will- 
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iams and Allen, have filed a strong re- 
oort against the Grout bill and in favor 
»f a substitute measure, which accom- 
panies the report. The principal sec- 
tions of this bill provide as follows:— 


“That all oleomargarine shall be put up 
by the manufacturer for sale in packages 
of one and two pounds, respectively, and 
in no other or larger or smaller package; 
and upon every print, brick, roll or lump 
of oleomargarine, before being so put up 
for sale or removal from the factory, 
there shall be impressed by the manu- 
facturer the word ‘Oleomargarine’ in 
sunken letters, the size of which shall be 
prescribed by regulations made by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
approved by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; that every such print, brick, roll or 
lump of oleomargarine shall first be 
wrapped with paper wrapper with the 
word ‘Oleomargarine’ printed on the out- 
side thereof in distinct letters, and said 
wrapper shall also bear the name of the 
manufacturer, and shall then be put up 
singly by the manufacturer thereof in 
such wooden or paper packages or in 
such wrappers, and marked, stamped and 
branded with the word ‘Oleomargarine’ 
printed thereon in distinct letters, and in 
such manner as the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe, 
and the internal revenue stamp shall be 
affixed so as to surround the outer wrap- 
per of each one and two pound — 
Provided, That any number of such orig- 
inal stamped packages may be put up by 
the manufacturer in crates or boxes, on 
the outside of which shall be marked the 
word ‘Oleomargarine,’ with such other 
marks and brands as the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue shall, by regulations 
approved by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. prescribe. 

“Retail dealers in oleomargarine shall 
sell only the original package to which 
the tax-paid stamp is affixed, and shall 
sell only from the original crates or boxes 
in which they receive the pound or two- 
pound prints, bricks, rolls or_ lumps; 
which said crates or boxes shall be, at 
all times, so placed as to expose to the 
customer the mark or brand affixed there- 
on by the requirements of this act. 

“Every person who knowingly sells or 
offers for sale, or delivers or offers to de- 
liver, any oleomargarine otherwise than 
as provided by this act, or contrary to 
the regulations of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue made in pursuance 
thereof, or who packs in any package 
any oleomargarine in any manner con- 
trary to law, or who shall sell or offer 
for sale, as butter, any oleomargarine, 
lored or uncolored, or who falsely 
rrands any package or affixes a stamp on 
any package denoting a less amount of 
tax than that required by law, shall be 
fined for the first offense not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars and be imprisoned not 
less than thirty days nor more than six 
months, and for the second and every 
subsequent offense shall be fined not less 
than two hundred nor more than one 
thousand dollars and be imprisoned not 
less than sixty days nor more than two 


years.” 

The minority report is regarded as 
one of the most effective statements in 
the whole literature of this controversy 
with respect to the healthfulness of 
oleomargarine and its constituents as 
food. Fourteen of the most eminent 
scientists in the whole field of physio- 
logical chemistry are quoted in support 
of the contention that oleomargarine is 
not only nutritious and wholesome, but 
easily digested. Continuing, the minor- 
ity report says:— 


“Believing that this testimony estab- 
lishes beyond controversy that oleomar- 
garine is a nutritious and wholesome ar- 
ticle of food, the main question to be 
considered is the complaint that fraud is 
practiced in its sale. 

“In this connection the minority directs 
attention to the fact that the charge of 
fraudulent sale is not made against the 
manufacturer. It is conceded that the 
manufacturers of oleomargarine make no 
effort to evade the existing law, but that 
their product is always so marked and 
branded as to advise the customer who 
buys direct from the manufacturer as to 
the nature of the product. 

“It is charged, and doubtless truly, that 
the present law is violated by unscrupu- 
lous retailers. In view of these two facts, 
viz., that the manufacturer does not via- 
late the law, and that by reason of his 
being constantly under the eye of Gov- 
ernment inspectors there is no danger of 
his doing so, and that the retailer does 
violate the law (when it is violated), the 
minority holds that the only proper legis- 
lation is that which directs the penalties 
against the retailer and not against the 
manufacturer—in other words, against the 
man who commits the crime and not 
against the man who does not. H. R. 9,206 
violates this fundamental principle of 
equity and jurisprudence by directing its 
penalties against the manufacturer who 
is already surrounded by such restrictions 
as to effectually prevent even the at- 
tempt at fraud, while it in no way either 
diminishes the temptation or increases the 
difficulty involved in the violation of the 
law _by the retailer. 

“The fact, just stated, that H. R. 9,206 
is directed against the manufacturer (who 
is not even charged with violating the 
law) and not against the retailer, through 
whom, if at all, the fraud is committed, 
seems to justify the conclusion that the 
real object of this measure is to prevent 
the use of oleomargarine as a substitute 
for butter, and not merely to stop the 
fraudulent sale of oleomargarine as but- 
ter. Indeed, the radical advocates of the 
legislation proposed by H. R. 9,206 have 
a aamtete? to pore spat their wish 
and ex ation is that the passage of 
this bill will result in sorousie crippling 
the oleomargarine industry, and the elim- 
ination of oleomargarine from the market 
as a food product. 

“In view of this testimony (and much 
more of a similar character might be 
cited) the minority feel amply warranted 
in claiming that the purpose of H. R. 
9,206 is to cripple the business of the 
legitimate oleomargarine manufacturers.

“dhe minority respectiully submit that 
the enforcement of these provisions would 
ellectuaily eliminate all possibility of 
lraud in the sale of oleomargarine, and 
that, in our opinion, is as lar a8 Congress 
can isegitimately go, 

“One of the ciaims made by the friends 
of H. ,. 9,206 and similar measures 15 
that it will protect the interests of the 
tarmer. We call attention to the fact 
that every ingredient that enters into the 
manulacture of oleomargarine is as much 
a product of the farm as is butter, and 
thut such ingredients are made more 
valuable on account of their use in the 
manulacture of oleomargarine. 

“jn support of this statement we cite 
the foliowing resolution adopted by the 
Wauonal Live Stock Association at its 
meeting in Chicago, December 3, 191:— 

“"Kesolved, ‘that the National Live 
Stock Association, in convention assem-~- 
bled, representing more than $4,000,000,000 of 
invested capital, reiterates its former ex- 
pressed disappprovai of such Class legis- 
jation as the old Grout bill, and we pro- 
test against the passage of any law of 
this nature, mrmiy believing tnat such 
legislation is unjust, unconstitutional, and 
untair, and not to be tolerated in a free 
country.’ 

“The. National Live Stock Association 
is a voluntary organization, comprising 
117 subordinate local organizations of the 
cattle, sheep and swine raisers and breed- 
ers of 26 States and Territories of the 
Union; and representing more than four 
billions of invested capital. _ 

“The annual meeting at which the fore- 
zoing resolution was adopted was attend- 
ed by 1,500 delegates, and we submit that 
the unanimous protest of the accredited 
representatives of substantially all the 
live-stock interests of the United States 
(except those engaged in the dairy busi- 
ness) is entitled to respectful considera- 
tion. Representatives of this association, 
and also representatives of the cotton in- 
dustry, came before this committee and 
were unanimous in expressing the opin- 
ion that the enactment of such legisla- 
tion as is contemplated by H. R. 9,206 
would lower the price of their products 
and materially damage their industry. 

“The minority directs attention also to 
the significant fact that the passage of 
House Bill 9,206 (or similar measure) is 
demanded solely by the producers of but- 
ter and not by consumers, who might nat- 
urally be supposed to ask for protection 
from a fraudulent product if they felt 
themselves in need of it. On the con- 
trary, the consumers, as represented by 
hundreds of labor organizations repre- 
senting many thousands of workingmen, 
have protested against the passage of 
this measure as one calculated to de- 
prive them of a cheap, wholesome, and 
nitritious substitute for butter. 

“The claim that the fraudulent sale of 
oleomargarine interferes with the growth 
and prosperity of the butter industry is 
not borne out by the evidence before the 
committee. Statistics show that the total 
manufacture of oleomargarine in the 
United States show that the total manu- 
facture of oleomargarine in the United 
States last year was 104,000,000 unds, as 
against 1,500,000,000 pounds of butter. As 
to the amount of oleomargarine sold 
fraudulently exact statistics cannot, of 
course, be obtained, but it would certainly 
be a liberal estimate to place the sum of 
the fraudulent sales at 2 per cent. of 
the total product. Is it reasonable to 
suppose that the price of the 26,000,000 
pounds thus fraudulently sold materially 
affected the price of the 1,500,000,000 pounds 
of butter used? Even assuming that the 
total oleomargarine output was soié 
fraudulently, it yet represents so smahk 
a proportion (about 7 per cent.) of the 
total amount of butter produced as to 
render it unlikely that it in any way re- 
duced the average price of butter. 

“And as further supporting the conclu- 
sion that the butter industry is not ma- 
terially damaged by the sale of oleomar- 
garine. the minority directs attention to 
the significant facet that those sections 
of our country which are most exclusive- 
ly devoted to the dairy interests are 
blessed with the greatest prosperity, as 
brought out in the testimony of ex-Gov- 
ernor Hoard, of Wisconsin, before our 
committee, who said that a few years ago 
land was worth only $15 an acre in that 
State, but as the State began to be de- 
voted more exclusively to the dairy_in- 
terests land had rapidly appreciated in 
price, and that farmers had gotten out 
of debt, had paid their mortgages. and 
the land is now worth the sum of $80 per 
acre, this price averaging much higher 
than agricultural lands in other parts of 
the country. 

“In conclusion, the members of the 
Committee on Agriculture who have 
joined in this minority report beg to as- 
sure the House and the country in the 
most solemn manner possible that it has 
been their earnest intention, and is now 
their determination, to do everything pos- 
sible to be done to enforce the sale of 
oleomargarine as oleomargarine and to 
prevent its sale as butter. To prevent 
fraud and not to injure or hamper a 
legitimate industry has been and is our 
purpose. We believe that it ought to be 
the sole purpose of all legislation and 
the sole motive of all just men,” 


It is expected that a special order 
will be made for the consideration of 
the two bills by the House within the 
next week. The Grout bill will un- 
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doubtedly pass the House,

Extraction of Oil by Solvents. 


When a chemist has 
him a sample of seed or other sub- 
stance containing oil or fat of any 
kind, he takes advantage of the fact 
that certain volatile substances, such 
as ether, turpentine, benzene, and ben- 
zoline act as solvents for the oil, and 
will extract it from the oily substance, 
after which, by evaporation, the sol- 
vent can be driven away, 
oil behind. Special apparatus, 
the well-known Soxhlet and the Jer- 
witz apparatus, have been devised and 
are extensively used for this purpose. 
Many attempts have been made to 
adopt similar methods wn a manufac- 
turing scale, but it cannot truthfully be 


said that some of these processes are 


very satisfactory in practical working. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, a 


discussion of the principal features of 


these solvent extraction processes, and 
the reasons of their possible success 
and failure, may not be without in- 
terest. 

It is a well-known fact that the or- 
dinary processes of extracting oil from 
seeds by pressure does not extract the 
whole of the oil; some is left in the 
cake, the amount varying with differ- 
ent seeds and different methods of 
crushing. This is not altogether an un- 
mitigated evil, because the small quan- 
tity of oil left in the cake gives to it 
a good value for cattle, but still there 
are cases where the residual cake is not 


required for cattle feeding purposes, 
and any oil left represents so much 
loss to the oil crusher. A_ process 


which will extract the whole of the oil 
is therefore to be preferred to one 
which leaves some oil in the cake. 
Solvent extraction processes will effect 
this. 

The principle underlying all solvent 
extraction processes is that the oily 
material is treated, in a special appara- 
tus, with the solvent which extracts the 
oil. The oil-charged solvent is sub- 
jected to distillation, when the solvent 
distils over, and, by passing the vapor 
through a condenser, the solvent is re- 
covered for use over again. The oil is 
left behind in the distilling apparatus,

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The Lemon Oil Industry. 
(Continued from page 16.) 


for this purpose. First, the scorzetta, 
in which the lemons are cut in halves, 
and then pulped by girls with the aid 
of a peculiar scoop. An experienced 
worker, by rapid turns of the spoon, 
ejects the pulp from the rind, at the 
rate of 24 halves per minute. After the 
lemons are pulped, the peel is allowed 
to soak in water from 2—4 hours. This 
part of the process is of great import- 
ance, as, in the soaking, the rind ab- 
sorbs water, and becomes tough and 
brittle—a characteristic of great im- 
portance to the rind-presser. The 
halves are then passed on to men who 
do the pressing. They pick them up, 
one at a time, with the right hand, and 
let the half lemon-rind fit the fingers 
like a cap, gently pressing it against a 
sponge held in the left hand. The 
sponge, when saturated, is squeezed 
into an earthen vessel, and the water 
allowed to separate from the oil. The 
oll so obtained is filtered, and put into 
large copper bottles, ready for exporta- 
tion. The only difference in the other 
process, viz., the taglio-in-tre, is that 
the lemon is cut into three longitudinal 
pieces in such a way that there {is 
practically no acid pulp left in the rind, 
The process of expression is the same 
as in the Scorzetta process. Of recent 
years a machine has been introduced 
into some factories, but the general 
opinion is that the hand-pressed oil is 
cheaper and better in all respects, and 
for this reason several firms who had 
introduced the machines into their fac- 
tories are stated to be now abandoning 
them for manual labor. This machine 
must not be confused with the Berga- 
mot one, which is practically a grinding 
mill for taking off the outside rind and 
so breaking the oil vesicles, but is one 
which carries out the Scorzetta process, 
and requires only two girls to work it. 
It is possible that in some of our 
colonies, where the expense of male 
labor might be a drawback to the 
profitable manufacture of this oil, such 
a machine would solve the difficulty, 
although in Sicily, where men’s labor is 
so cheap, the use of the machine offers 
no advantage. 

As regards the yield of oil, 110 kilos., 
or, say, about 1,000 lemons, will yield 
from 14—16 ounces. A man working by 
the Scorzetta process will cut 12,000 
lemons a day, and his companion will 
press 3,000, and for this work they will 
each get 2% lires per diem, equal in our 
money to Is. 10d. 

Constituents of the Oil.—Up to the 
present time the following substances 
have been reported to be present in oil 
of lemon:—Pinene, phellandrene, limo- 
nene, citral, octyl and nonyl aldehydes, 
geranyl acetate, geraniol, methyl an- 
thranilate, citronellal, citraptene, and a 
resin, 

Limonene, citral, geranyl acetate, 
geraniol, and citronellal are all well- 
known substances, and their chemical 
and physical constants can be found in 
most text books, but we would draw 
attention to the aldehydes, nonyl and 
octyl—as these have only quite recently 
been shown to be present by one of us 
—see “Proceedings of the Chemical So- 
ciety,” 1901, No. 240. These aldehydes, 
though present in very small quanti- 
ties, play, in our opinion, a most im- 
portant part in the aroma of this oil. 
The crystalline body, and a detailed 
account of how it is obtained, can also 
be sten in the “Proceedings of the 
Chemical Society,’ 1901, No. 240. Al- 
though a similar substance has been 
obtained by Crismer, yet the interest- 
ing feature about it is its method of 
isolation by means of acetone. 

Quite recently we have been able to 
prove the presence of the _ terpene, 
laevo-pinene, also another’ terpene 
which we have not yet been able to 
identify, owing to the very small quan- 
tity. We are still working on the sub- 
ject. The pinene had the following 
constants: Boiling point, 154 deg. C. 
at 752 mm.; sp. gr., 0.859 at 15 deg. C.; 
rotation, 7 deg. 30 min.; refractive in- 
dex, 1.4678, at 15.5 deg. C.; nitroso- 
chloride, m. pt., 100 deg. C.; hydro- 
chloride, m. pt., 124 deg. C.; although 
the rotation and gravity of these are 
not what are generally given for pinene, 
owing to the smallness of quantity we 
were unable to purify it any further, 
but we think the very characteristic 
hydrochloride is quite sufficient to 
prove the identity of this terpene with 
pinene. 

Had it not been for Dr. Young’s pear- 
shaped dephlegmator with 12 bulbs, 
possibly this would never have been 
isolated. The fractionation from an 
ordinary distillation flask is quite use- 
less. Messrs. Schimmel have been un- 
able to find any pinene in oil of lemon, 
even on fractionating large quantities, 
but to be quite certain that this pinene 
did not get into the oil by illegitimate 
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means, we carefully fractionated sou.e 
oil that one of us actually saw pressed 
in Palermo, and we were able to 
identify this same terpene, so that 
pinene is apparently a natural con- 
stituent of the oil. 

The resin was obtained by dissolving 
the residue, left after the distillation 
of lemon oil, in hot acetone, which has 
the property of taking up the resin 
as well as other matters in the oil, 
but on cooling the resin is thrown out 
as an amorphous powder while the 
other substances remain dissolved. One 
or two treatments of this kind will 
produce a fairly clean sample. So pre- 
pared, it gives a melting point of 64 
deg.—67 deg. C. Of the many sub- 
Stances that have been said to be pres- 
ent in oil of lemon, we have been un- 
able to confirm citronellal and phellan- 
drene. 

BDxamination of the Oil.—For the ex- 
amination of lemon oil as to its genuine- 
ness, the determination of its specific 
gravity, optical rotation, and citral 
content, combined with the rotation 
after distilling the first 10 per cent., 
are usually considered sufficient, but 
we have found that these determina- 
tions alone are by no means adequate 
to detect adulteration, as we shall en- 
deavor to show later 

The specific gravity given in most 
text books, including the British Phar- 
macopoeia, is 0.85.7—0.860 at 15 deg. C., 
but in our opinion 0.857 is too high. We 
should suggest 0.856—0.859, as 0.860 is 
seldom obtained, 0.856 being quite an 
ordinary gravity for an undoubtedly 
genuine oil. The gravity varies ac- 
cording to the season when the fruit 
is pressed, and is always found to be 
higher late in the season than in the 
earlier part. An explanation of this 
may be that as the lemons are left 
on the tree to ripen, they lose part 
of their terpenes. The flavored por- 
tion remains in the lemon, and, being 
less volatile and of considerably higher 
gravity than the terpenes, increases 
the gravity of the oil. 

Mr. Jacob, German Consul at Mes- 
sina, says: “I had hitherto always 
found that the gravity of this essence 
varies from 0.857 to 90.86, the last- 
named figure not being very frequent. 
I find that all lemon oil of last season 
had a very low specific gravity, and 
that the gravity of 29 samples varies 
from 0.8536 to 0.8588, and does not ex- 
ceed the last-named figure.’’ Messrs. 
Fratelli de Pasquale & Co, state: “All 
the lemon oils we have ever exam- 
ined have always given us a specific 
gravity under 0.858, 0.8575—0.8577 being 
the normal. We have never examined 
nor heard of any oil having 0.860, and 
we are sure no regular lemon oil has 
ever existed giving the said character, 
and this year’s crop especially was of 
high rotation, and of a low specific 
gravity.” Undoubtedly this season’s 
oil has been of a lower gravity than 
previously. 

Optical Rotation.—The rotation was 
taken in a tube 100 mm. long, by means 
of a polarimeter employing the sodium 
light. A variation of temperature be- 
tween 15 deg. and 20 deg. makes only 
a slight difference, and for all practical 
purposes may be ignored. We have 
found that a range of aD + 58 deg. to 
+ 63 deg. is quite compatible with a 
genuine oil. At the earlier part of the 
season an oil may have a rotation of 
68 deg., but, of course, such an oil is 
not usually met with on the market, 
as it would all be bulked with oil of a 
lower rotation, The rotation also varies 
considerably for the district in which 
the fruit is grown. 

Refractive Index.—We have found a 
determination of the refractive index 
to be of considerable value in the ex- 
amination of this oil, as in many 
others. Much has been said and writ- 
ten about the worthlessness of such a 
constant in essential oil analysis. This 
may be true of some oils, but it by no 
means bears out our experience in the 
case of lemon oil. Where one has a 
range of 1.4733 to 1.4830, or say 7 in 
the third place of decimals, and where 
90 per cent. of the oil has a low refrac- 
tive index. and the other 10 per cent. 
a very high one, we maintain, and have 
found, it to be a very useful constant. 
There is one important reason why 
probably the refractive index has not 
found favor and use among workers 
in essential oils, viz., that the tem- 
perature at which the observations 
have been made has in many cases not 
been recorded, and so a comparison is 
impossible. We at first found this a 
serious drawback. Another reason has 
been the difficulty of getting a suitable 
instrument which is quick and reliable. 
The difficulty and tediousness of de- 
terminations by the hollow. prism 
method are well known. After trying 
many instruments, we have found the 
Abbe Refractometer the most suitable 
for this kind of work, 








With regard to the rotation of the 
first 10 per cent. distillate, the British 
Pharmacopoeia, 1898, directs that “if 
100 volumes be fractionally distilled, 
the 10 volumes first collected should not 
produce a rotation differing by more 
than two degrees from that produced 


by the original oil.’’ This is, in 
our opinion, incorrect and  abso- 
lutely worthless, as all oils of un- 


doubted purity give a greater differ- 
ence than two degrees. This we have 
proved conclusively, both in the labora- 
tory and on a manufacturing scale. We 
quite recognize that the rate of distilia- 
tion, length of distilling head, and 
temperature of the distilling bath play 
an important part in the nature of the 
distillate. 

Citral Content.—The next determina- 
tion, that of citral, is in some respects 
the most important and, at the same 
time, the most difficult, The strength 
(not flavor) of lemon oil is in a large 
measure due to the amount of citral 
present; but the fineness of aroma is 
due to the alcohols and esters present, 
and, as we have previously stated, to 
the other two aldehydes. 

There are three methods generally 
employed, viz.:— 

(1) By the additional compound 
formed on shaking with a strong solu- 
tion of sodium bisulphite:—

(2) By the formation of an oxime 
with hydroxylamine in alcoholic solu- 
tion and estimation of the amount used

(3) By the condensation compound 
formed with cyanacetic acid in alka- 
line solution:—

(4) By the formation of a soluble 
sulphonic acid with sodium-sulphite, 
using phenolphthalein as an indicator:—

(1) The Sodium Bisulphite Method, as 
directed in text books, is not to be 
recommended, and a strongly acid 
solution should be avoided. A 40 per 
cent, solution of sodium metabisulphite 
is most convenient. The method is as 
follows: To 25 c.c. of lemon oil add 75 
c.c. of 40 per cent. sodium metabisul- 
phite solution and 25 ec.c. of sodium 
sulphite (made by exactly neutralizing 
the sodium bisulphite solution with a 
10 per cent. solution of sodium hydrate) 
in a suitable flask. (The Analyst, Au- 
gust, 1900.) The temperature is then 
raised to about 70 deg. C., and the solu- 
tion thoroughly shaken for one hour. 
We find that the addition of sodium 
sulphite is indispensable, owing to the 
fact that it forms a soluble sulphonic 
acid compound, and a clear meniscus is 
thus obtained. The oil is then raised 
into the measuring burette, and the 
diminution in volume gives the amount 
of total aldehydes. A correction must 
be made for the solubility of the ter- 
penes in solution. We subtract from 
the reading 0.35 c.c., but recommend 
each worker to determine this correc- 
tion for himself. 

This method may also be used for 
solutions containing high percentages 
of citral, but using from 5 to 20 e.c., 
and measuring in a Hirschsohn flask or 
modification of it. 

(2) Hydroxylamine Method.—A fresh- 
ly prepared alcoholic solution of hy- 
droxylamine hydrochloride is_ used, 
containing one gram of hydroxylamine- 
hydrochloride in 20 grms. of 80 per 
cent. alcohol. 10—12 c.c. of this solu- 
tion are diluted to 250 c.c., and 25—50 
c.c. are titrated for hydroxylamine in 
the usual manner, with N/10 sodium 
hydrate solution, using first methyl 
orange and then phenolphthalein as in- 
dicators. 

A second equal amount of the strong 
hydroxylamine-hydrochloride solution 
is mixed with a weighed quantity of 
lemon oil, and diluted with absolute 
alcohol until a clear solution is ob- 
tained. After the addition of 0.5 grm. 
of sodium bicarbonate, the mixture is 
introduced into a 150 c.c. flask and 
heated on the water-bath for 45 min- 
utes under the reflux condenser. After 
cooling, the product is washed into a 
250 c.c. flask with distilled water, care 
being taken to wash out the condenser 
as well as the flask. After thoroughly 
shaking out, the watery layer is ad- 
justed to 250 c.c., and 25 c.c. pipetted 
off. For a determination of the un- 
used hydroxylamine in this, one drop 
of methyl orange is added and then 
diluted hydrochloric acid is cautiously 
run in from a burette until a faint 


‘rose color is developed. The color is 


then titrated back with N/10 sodium 
hydrate solution, phenolphthalein 
added, and titration continued until 
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the development of a rose color. The 
difference between the blank and the 
experiment will be the amount of hy- 
droxylamine used, and the percentage 
may be calculated by the following

percentage of aldehyde, A = number of 
c.c. of N/10 sodium hydrate solution 
used, and G = weight of oil taken. This 
in our opinion, an excellent method 
if one only knows the approximate 
percentage of citral present. If known, 
the correct quantity of hydroxylamine 
and sodium bicarbonate can be added, 
when good results may be obtained. 
The method as we have described it 
above gives good results with lemon 
oils. 

(3) The procedure in this case, as 
suggested by Parry, is as follows:—200 
c.c. of the oil are concentrated to 26 c.c, 
in a Wurtz flask under a pressure 
which should not exceed 15 mm. The 
175 e«.c. of terpenes contain a little 
citral, but the quantity is so small that 
it may be neglected. 10 c.c, of the resi- 
due, of which the specific gravity is 
known, are shaken with a solution of 
5 grms, cyanacetic acid and 5 grms. 
ordinary KOH in 30 c.c. water in a 
small absorption flask with a long 
graduated neck, and the non-absorbed 
residue read off as usual. (The 
specific gravity of citral is so near 
that of the concentrated oil used that 
it may be taken as identical.) In our 
opinion this method is practically use- 
less, as it is impossible to read the 
meniscus owing to resinous and slimy 
matter. Messrs. Schimmel have point- 
ed out this same difficulty. We have 
found that if the residual oil be steam- 
distilled, it is possible to get a fairly 
clean meniscus, and it might be worth 
while for anyone wishing to use this 
method to adopt our suggestion. Any- 
how, it is a long and tedious process, 
and we fail to see any advantage in it, 
The readings are invariably too high, 
and this is not surprising when com- 
mercial citral, containing 84 per cent. 
of aldehyde, gives 100 per cent. by this 
method. Another obvious disadvantage 
is having to use a concentrated solu- 
tion, 

(4) Professor Tiemann, in his elabor- 
ate work on the aldehydes of lemon- 
grass oils, has, among other import- 
ant reaction, shown that if citral be 
agitated with a neutral solution of so- 
dium sulphite, a sodium salt of the sul- 
phonic acid:results, as shown by the 
above formula. By taking advantage 
of the sodium hydrate formed by this 
reaction, we have used phenolphtha- 
lein as an indicator to show when all 
the citral has been combined; and the 
fact that the above sodium salt is quite 
soluble, has, in our opinion, made the 
estimation of citral both accurate and 
simple. The method we have adopted 
is as-follows:—A saturated solution of 
sodium sulphite is prepared, and, if 
acid, is neutralized with a solution of 
sodium hydrate until a faint pink 
color is permanently maintained with 
phenolphthalein. To 50 cc. of such 
solution 25 c.c. of the oil are added, and 
two drops of an alcoholic solution of 
phenolphthalein. The whole is then 
heated on a water-bath to nearly boil- 
ing point, constantly shaking. A deep 
red color almost at once appears, which 
shows that the action has commenced. 
A few drops of sulphurous acid are 
then cautiously added, and this is con- 
tinued until no further color is pro- 
duced after a further addition of SO2. 
The oil is then measured as described 
in the first method. The obvious ad- 
vantage of this method is that the end 
of the reaction may be ascertained to 
a certainty, while the above bisulphite 
method depends on the continual shak- 
ing for a period of not less than one 
hour. 

Table 1 shows a comparison of these

Our conclusions with regard to these 
various processes are that the bisul- 
phite with sulphite (No. 1) and the 
sulphite (No. 4) are the two most re- 
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liable, and give almost theoretical re- 
sults if carried out on the lines we 
have suggested. 

The percentage of citral in lemon oil 
is certainly not 7—8 per cent,, but much 
nearer 4 per cent. We have shown else- 
where that 7—8 per cent. is a highly 
improbable figure, and our latest inves- 
tigations confirm our opinion. Still, if 
a genuine oil, having a gravity of 0.860, 
can ‘be obtained, then 7—8 per cent. 
would be quite reasonable, but such 
oils are not easily obtainable, though a 
small quantity of such oil was recently 
submitted to us, which did contain 7.4 
per cent. of citral. 

Adulteration.—The following are the 
chief adulterations: Lemon, terpenes, 
turpentine, lemon grass citral, and, 
less commonly, distilled lemon oil, 
cedarwood oil, and stearin. The Ital- 
ians are as great offenders in this di- 
rection as our own merchants. In 
many cases a considerable amount of 
scientific knowledge is shown in the 
preparation of these sophisticated oils, 
and a great deal may ‘be accomplished 
by means of a specific gravity balance 
and a polariscope. Of these adulter- 
ants the most frequent and the most 
difficult to detect are the lemon ter- 
penes obtained during the manufacture 
of terpeneless oil. 

, A few figures that we obtained from 
the British Consul for Sicily and the 
German Consul at Messina will show 
to what a serious extent this adultera- 
tion goes on at the actual centres of 
production. There were imported into 
-alermo, of turpentine:—

(Messina imported lemon and orange 
oil terpenes, in 1900, 843 kilos from Eng- 
land and 4,205 kilos. from Germany; as 
well as 4,982 kilos. of French and 25,064 
kilos. of American turpentine. 

Besides the quantity of terpenes im- 
ported, there are in Sicily annually 
worked up into terpeneless oil about 
4,000 lb. of lemon oil. This would give 
about another 3,600 Ib. of terpenes. 

These figures show that Sicily uses 
about 15,745 lb. of terpenes and 605,101 
lb. of turpentine yearly. 

We have been unable to make any 
comparison between the amount of tur- 
pentine used in Sicily and other purely 
agricultural islands, like the Isle of 
Wight, but this enormous importation 
of turpentine is very suspicious, be- 
cause there exists no legitimate pur- 
pose for which it can be used in the 
quantities imported. It cannot be em- 
ployed in manufactures, because there 
are none in Sicily, and it cannot be 
used in any art, unless it be the art of 
adulteration. The large quantity of 
terpenes also imported into Sicily is 
more suspicious still, because for this 
there exists no reason whatever, save a 
dishonest one; there being no purpose 
for which it can be used other than 
that of sending it back to this country, 
plus a small amount of new oil. 

Of these adulterants, the lemon ter- 
penes are the most difficult to detect, 
chiefly for the reason that natural oil 
consists of about 90 per cent. of such, 
and so a considerable amount may be 
added without altering the constants of 
an oil to any appreciable extent. Tur- 
pentine is still used, but not to so large 
an extent as formerly. It may easily 
be detected on distilling and examining 
the rotary power of the first 10 per 
cent, of distillate, which would have a 
much lower rotation than the original 
oil. Citral from lemon grass oil is a 
very common adulterant, and is always 
added to bring up the strength of an 
oil adulterated with terpenes. Even 
the purest commercial citral has a dis- 
tinct and unpleasant smell, resembling 
lemon grass oil. Stearin is alleged to 
be used for increasing; the gravity of 
an oil. We have never found any oil 
so adulterated, and should think it 
highly improbable that such adultera- 
tion is practiced. Distilled lemon oil 
would have practically the same effect 
as the addition of terpenes. 

A scheme for the examination of lemon oil— 
(1) Determination of the sp. gr. at 15° C. 

(2) Determination of the opt. rot. in 100 mm. 

(3) i. .- of the ref, index at 20° C. 

(4) Determination of the citral content, 25 c.c. 
(total aldehydes). 

(5) Fractional distillation, 

The following is the method of dis- 
tillation we adopt, and, if carried out 
carefully, will show any adulteration. 

One hundred c.c, of the oil to be ex- 
amined are put into a distilling flask 
having three bulbs blown in the neck, 
and fitted with cork and thermometer. 
This is connected up to a condenser 
with a suitable receiver having two 
vessels graduated at 10 c.c. and 80 c.c. 
A Bruhl’s apparatus answers the pur- 
pose very well. The whole is ex- 


hausted, and a pressure of not more 
than 15 mm. should be obtained. The 
flask is then gently heated by means — 
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of an oil bath. The first 10 c.c. should 
not take less than seven minutes to 
distil. The next vessel is put into po- 
sition, and the distillation continued 
until 80 c.c. have distilled over. The 
pressure is then relieved, and the resid- 
ual oil in the flask is distilled over 
with steam. The quantity so obtained 
should be carefully noted. The three 
fractions are examined by the polari- 
scope and refractometer. (Note—We 
have used the Zeiss form of instrument 
for this purpose, as being one that 
most analytical chemists have, and a 
comparison of results is thus facilita- 
ted.) 

The following is a typical distillation:

Table 2 gives the results of five pure 
oils by this method. 


No. 1 is a very typical oil of last 
season’s pressing. 
No. 2 an oil expressed in Palermo, 


and of undoubted purity, being pressed, 
coppered and sealed in the presence of 
one of us (Ohild). 

No. 3 and 4. A genuine oil of very 
high quality, and only very exception- 
ally met with. 

No. 5. A new oil of good quality and 
freshness. 

Table 3 shows the effect of terpenes, 
turpentine and citral. The oil used for 
making these mixtures is in each case 
No. 1 in Table 2, 

No. 1 shows an increased gravity, 
which is always the case with oils adul- 
terated with turpentine. The differ- 
ence between original rotation and the 
first 10 per cent, is 12°, whereas in pure 
oils it should be from 7° to 8°. 

The Zeiss number for the first frac- 
tion is about three lower than for a 
genuine oil, and the citral content of 
the third fraction shows 34 per cent, in- 
stead of 42 per cent. 

No. 3. Similar differences are shown, 
but in a more marked degree. 

No, 2 oils shows a rather high rota- 
tion, and the third fraction at once 
points to addition of terpenes, the ro- 
tation being high and the refractive in- 
dex low. The citral contents is also 
lower than that of a good oil. 

No. 5. This oil has constants closely 
resembling that of a natural oil, but 
the third fraction, which has a rotation 
of + 5 deg. 12 min., shows, on compar- 
ing it with a genuine oil, that, whereas 
the Zeiss number should be 82.5, that 
of the adulterated oil is 90.5, and, there- 
fore, the rotation should be minus, not 
plus, 5. 

Terpeneless Oils of Lemon.—We do 
not propose to discuss the manufacture 
of terpeneless oils of lemon. We shall 
confine ourselves to the properties and 


examination of such oils; but it will 
not be out of place to give some 
reasons why these terpeneless oils 


have found such favor among mineral- 


water manufacturers of late years. 
First, lemon oil contains, roughly, 90 
per cent. of terpenes; in the presence 


of fruit acids, these readily oxidize, and 
scon develop a smell and taste of tur- 
pentine. This, of course, is a serious 
objection to the use of natural oil, 
whereas, if these terpenes are removed, 
as in the case of terpeneless oils, there 
is nothing to deteriorate or change. 
Second, a most important advantage is 
solubility, which has increased in a 
similar proportion to its concentration, 
say, from 12 to 20 times. This enables 
the mineral-water maker to obtain a 
bright and clear drink instead of the 
muddy mixtures one often sees in wa- 
ters prepared from natural oil. The 
relative yield of terpeneless oil is from 
4 to 6 per cent., depending on the grav- 
ity of the natural oil used. The price 
should not be relatively higher, as the 


cost of manufacturing this article 
is, to a large extent, counterbal- 


anced by the sale of the unused ter- 
penes. These, as we have shown, find 
their way back to Sieily, and it is one 
of the worst worries of the works 
chemist to see that these identical ter- 
penes, plus a small percentage of new 
oil, do not return to him as genuine oil

On referring to Table 5 it will be 
seen that the specific gravity does not 
vary two in the third place of decimals 
so that 895 to 899 may be safely given 
as the limits. In the third column is 
the optical rotation. This should not 
vary beyond the limits of —5 deg. to 
—8 deg. 30 min. A rotation of less than 
—5 deg. would indicate the presence of 
terpenes. On the other hand, a greater 
minus rotation would show that some 
of the earlier and sweet-scented frac- 
tions have been left out. It is of great 
importance when considering this fac- 
tor that the next column be examined, 
as here will be found the refractive 
index which will indicate both the 
presence of terpenes and added citral 
in a clumsily adulterated oil. The lim- 
its for refractive index may be given 
as 1.4810 to 1.4822, 

The percentage of total aldehydes 
should not be greater than, say, 50 per 
cent., or less than 40 per cent., when 
determined by either the sulphite or a 


oil prepared by a well-known German 
maker, it will be seen at once that the 
percentage of total aldehydes is some- 
thing like 12 per cent, higher than gen- 
erally pertains to oils of other makers. 
On the other hand, the calculated re- 
fractive index of the aldehydes shows 
a difference of 0.0013. No. 7, an oil by 
the same maker, but about 25 per cent. 
cheaper, contains 6 per cent. more alde- 
hyde than the better quality oil. Un- 
doubtedly, this addition must be due to 
lemon-grass citral, and yet the calcu- 
lated refractive index of the aldehydes 
remains the same. We investigated 
this matter, and fractionated 500 c.c. 
of oil, No. 4 in Table 4, and found, by 
rejecting Nos. 1 and 11—15, we obtained 
an oil as shown by No, 4a, which gives 
a calculated refractive index the same 
as Nos. 6 and 7. No. 10 shows an oil, to 
every 100 of which 10c.c. of citadel have 
been added. This mixture conforms in 
a satisfactory manner with No. 6. In 
fact, with but slight alteration in the 
mixture of fractions for No, 4a, an ex- 
act imitation could be obtained.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 1, 1902. 





The news from the older producing 
fields has been unusually meager, but 
then this has been made up by rather 
sensational reports of the finding of oil 
in several States not counted as 
petroleum producers. In all these cases 
we are told the oil is of “excellent qual- 


ity,” is “equal to the best Pennsylvania 
oil,” or is ‘‘a fine quality of lubricating 
oil,” ete., etc. With these new dis- 


coveries come visions of speedy wealth, 
and it is not to be wondered at that the 
accounts are somewhat affected by the 
exuberant spirits of the discoverer. 
Meanwhile the industry is not revolu- 
tionized and there is use for all the oil 
produced. From the older fields the 
news has neither been important nor 
has it indicated a prospective change 
from the tenor of previous reports. The 
new wells reported have not been 
numerous, nor have they shown any 
improvement in average production, al- 
though there have been fewer dry holes 


reported during the past wee k. The 
situation appears to be growing in 
strength. With no increase in total 


production, notwithstanding that de- 
velopment operations are being prose- 
cuted with as much vigor as weather 
conditions permit, and the deliveries 
continuing to exceed the production, 
the producers are encouraged to hope 
for higher prices, though other in- 
fluences are unfavorable. From Texas 
the reports come of a most encouraging 
character. Several new gushers have 
been reported during the past week and 
the results of operations in various sec- 
tions indicate the existence of deposits, 


pools, or fields, the extent of which it 
is difficult to estimate. Oil has been 
found in every direction, with Spindle

claimed. The sale of Texas oil has 
reached large proportions and is in- 
creasing as rapidly as transportation 


facilities can be provided. In California 
conditions have improved and the diffi- 
culties of the drillers have apparently 
been satisfactorily overcome and the 
industry is now in a prosperous condi- 
tion.

The Introduction of the Short; 
‘Stroke for Deep Drilling. 
BY A. FAUCK. 


The previous history of the introduc- 
tion of the short stroke in deep drill- 
ing is founded upon the well-known 
calculation that short strokes yield a 
proportionately greater terminal ve- 
locity than longer strokes; 1-20 meter 
stroke yields a terminal velocity of 
1 m. in comparison with which % m. 
yields only a little more than 3 m. ter- 
minal velocity. But the great terminal 
velocities are not entirely utilized in 
the well. It was therefore natural 
that I first wished to accomplish the 
very short stroke through the employ- 
ment of a hydraulic drill, for this 
would be the most ideal arrangement 
for the purpose of deep drilling, but I 
did not complete a model, since, after 
a very careful study of this method of 
working, I percieved the great difficul- 
ties encountered by employing a hy- 
draulic motor in a well and abandon- 
ed the entire undertaking. But Mr. 
Von Vaugel and Engineer Wolski have 
further developed the idea. Mr, Vau- 
gel had completed an apparatus, but it 
could not be practically employed. 
Wolski has pursued the affair further, 
but the result is not known to me; at 
all events, the introduction of the 
short stroke, the way for which I 
paved, experienced a further improve- 
ment by a chance solution through the 
Wolski apparatus. Then I accom- 
plished the employment of the short 
stroke in the simplest manner. Five 
years ago I introduced my new method 
of drilling. At that time I could allude 
to no successes, but to-day the general 
employment of the new apparatus is 
established in many successfully prose- 
cuted deep drillings. The innovation 
still has the great advantage of being 
able to penetrate to the center of the 
rocks in the simplest manner. 


As is well known, the diamond drill 
is not of the least use in many hard 
forts of rock, as a result, the dia- 
mond drill remains at a standstill in 
the regulation works when attempt- 
inz to bore through iron and 
the work can be accomplished only 
with a piercer. Most of the diamond 
drills in the deep drillings at Pas de 
Calais are at a standstill, just as in 
many other places. But even in many 
soft rocks, as in Galicia and other coun- 
tries, the diamond drill has not proved 


so, 


ores, 


serviceable. On the other hand, my 
method of drilling has failed in no 
instance. This circumstance alone 


proves that the important problem of 
technical deep drilling is solved in the 
simplest manner. 

The fundamental innovation, and 
that was the employment of the short 
stroke for deep drilling, generally en- 
countered great opposition at its in- 
troduction. When in the year 1896 I 
first completed the apparatus on a 
very small scale by way of experiment 
no one believed in its serviceability. 
Only a Hollander from Java was so 
venturesome that in order to prove the 
thing serviceable he took an apparatus 
to Holland’s possessions in India with 
him, with which he drilled very suc- 
cessfully. 

I wished to introduce the new system 
into Potok in the year 1896, but the 
leading petroleum organizations there 
were all opposed to it. After I had 
drilled very successfully at other 
points my system was introduced there 
under the management of the new di- 
rector of the Potok wells, and it ac- 
complished four times as much as the 
former Canadian system, and a great 
quantity of oil was obtained. Follow- 
ing this two other companies employed 
it and likewise acquired great techni- 
cal success and obtained more oil than 


formerly. One would suppose that 
after such successes the introduction 
would quickly stride forward, but, on 


the contrary, the circumstance of the 
superiority of my system immediately 
encountered almost general opposition 
in Galicia. For five years my new 
apparatus successfully drilled petro- 
leum in Holland’s Indian possessions, 
etc., but if one wishes to test my 
tem in Galicia with the assistance of 
the authorities, he will prove the fable 
that a hydraulic method displaces the 
petroleum. In Boryslaw such a pro- 
hibition on the part of the authorities 
actully resulted, whereby the drillings 
undertaken by Creditanstalt with my 
system came to a standstill. The di- 
rector of mines in Cracow has not con- 
firmed the prohibition in consequence 
of my ‘personal complaints, but the 
drillings undertaken with my system 
were completely abandoned in conse- 


sys- 


quence of the prohibitive decree of the 
Drohobycz quarter council and the ru- 
mor circulated about that my system 
would be entirely unserviceable. 

I think involuntarily of Ressel, 


the 


nventor of the screw 
Trieste, for whom all further experi- 
ments were prohibited by the police in 
consequence of an insignificant acci- 
dent on the first trial trip. The Png- 


steamship in 


lishman, Smith, was more fortunate, 
for he built the first screw steamship 
in the yvear 1839 without police inter- 
vention, likewise ten years later than 
Ressel, he made the first trial trip in 
Trieste. 

It is worthy of note that the other 
hydraulic drillings which were at- 
tempted by Raky, Wolski, MacGarvey 
& Co, in and about Boryslaw were 
not interfered with by the authorities. 


The systems mentioned could not suc- 
ceed as competitors of the Canadian 
system in consequence of their moder- 


ate efficiency, and therefore the com- 
plaint of the authorities that this sys- 
tem drove off the oil was always 
urged against my system alone, 
In Potok, where my system worked 
with great success for many 
years, the declaration against flooding 
was made a short time ago by the 
commissioner in Jaslo; but there this 


complainant met with a rebuff. There 
also at the beginning the Raky hy- 
draulic system drilled together with 
mine, but the Raky drill had exhibited 
only insignificant rendering ability and 
failed completely. 

Now I have come to the principal 
advantage of the new method, namely, 
the short stroke of the drill. The years 
of extraordinarily successful work in 
Galicia have finally induced some en- 
lightened technical drillers in Galicia 
to introduce my system and then to re- 
build their Canadian cranes for the 
short stroke. The first of these drill- 
ers to do this was Fabianski and then 


Mikucki. Now they have proved that 
the Canadian winch, as also the remis- 
sion contrivance and the walking 
beam, were unserviceable, amd either 
my new construction must be accepted 
or else something similar must be de- 
vised. One could not use the former 
System, as he found nothing serviceable 
in the machine construction. 


Indeed,

the best demonstration of the 
of my idea is the fact that 
men wished to oppose it. At first no- 
body was willing to admit that the 
short stroke was serviceable, and then 
when it was proved useful it was de- 
clared not to be new. Of the previous- 


ly existing mechanisms I could use 
only an unimportant part—all winch 
constructions were unserviceable for 
the short stroke. First, I made use of 
a shaft bent at right angles; this, as 
also all newly constructed winches 
proved defective, since sometimes 
breaks occurred, ‘but since the simple 
idea. occurred to me of utilizing the 


impulse shaft for the driving force, no 


breaks have occurred. This simple 
construction has proved to be very 
good, since the entire shaft exhibits a 
strong driving force and all the thrusts 
are shared by both parts. For the 
hand drilling apparatus a stroke of 
50-60 mm. is employed for a steam 


drill of 60-80 mm. This short stroke is 
not impaired at great depths by the 
lengthening of the poles, but, on the 
contrary, an incrase in the force of the 
stroke begins. In my cable drilling in 
America I had already perceived that 
when at a great depth the force of the 
stroke increased through the lengthen- 
ing of the cable, and I supposed this 
would be the case for the hollow poles, 
end T was not deceived, for otherwise 
the new method of drilling would not 
have been possible. Different techni- 
eal drillers are endeavoring to rebuild 
the old Canadian cranes, which, as al- 
ready remarked, occasions them great 
difficulties, especially because every- 
thing must be altered. 

I assume that when has a sim- 
ple mechanism which has proved ef- 
fective, it is unnecessary to replace it 
by a more complicated mechanism. If 
the short stroke drills the hardest 
stone effectively, then it is suitable in 
every case. I have often heard the 
opposing remark that one requires a 
longer stroke for dry drilling. Now 
there are scarcely any drillings without 
washing with water, for with the so- 
called dry drilling the water mixed 
with mud is driven with great violence 
into the air near the drill rod by the 
drill striking upon the bottom of the 
well, consequently a water impulse 
is artificially established here. Be- 
fore the particles of mud can 
sink down to the bottom of the well a 
second blow of the drill follows, which 
again stirs up the slimy water until it 

thoroughly saturated with the 
mud that the drill can no longer 
through ft. The drill must 
removed and the slime bailed

out. But this so-called dry drilling can 
also be accomplished with the short 
stroke, as the muddy wat’ is moe 


thoroughly driven up by the quick 


succession of blows with the short 
étroke than by the slow blows with the 
long stroke. Moreover, it is not neces- 
sary to alter the stroke. But this sim- 
plicity seems suspicious to most of 
the technical drillers, and this is also 
explainable, for we all used to think 
that no deep drilling could be accom- 
plished without shears and a stroke as 
long as possible. With the short stroke 
of 60-80 mm. I have drilled as well in 
gravel and clay as in the hard- 

est quartz and stone, but I 
likewise employ the same _ stroke 
for kernel drilling. The character 
of the short stroke can best be 
observed by the small hammer, which 
can make 3,000 blows per minute with 
a 10 mm. stroke. This requires the 
rapid unwinding of the cable which 
unites the hammer to the motive 
power. It is the same in the apparatus 
for deep drilling. ‘The pole supplies 
the principal weight, and the light 
weight hammer operates with great 
speed. It is perfectly evident that the 
pole is not able to support the jarring 
of the hammer. The time of ascent 
amounts to about 1-1,000 of a second. 
The curve of the diagram at the time 
of striking indicates the great effect 
of the blow. The mechanism is also 
well suited for stone drilling machines. 

About the influx of the water into the 
petroleum well for cleansing the 
following facts may be mentioned: If 
the upper straitta is bored as dry sand- 
stone or sandstone full of cracks con- 
taining water, then the water for 
cleansing is lost in them; but in dry 
drilling the water of the well then 
flows off, but usually In the latter case 
it is not noticed, so that when nearing 
the oil strata only gas gushes up and 
the oil in the upper stratum disap- 
pears. By hydraulic drilling this 
stratum is piped in every case and 
hereby the danger of losing the oil is 
avoided. By hydraulic drilling one is 
aiways in a position to dam up in gea- 
son any stratum which could drain 
off the oil. 

I have just proved how difficult it 
often is to introduce new ideas. Prof. 
Hofer has contrived a thorough rem- 
edy in the establishment of an experi- 
ment station for testing new’ deep 
drilling apparatus. In Karlsbad I in- 
cidentally wrote of this idea in my pro- 
posal to Mr. Przibilla, as he had once 
mentioned such an idea in one of his 
articles. However, the priority of this 
splendid idea, which I rightly place 
here, belongs to Prof. Hofer, and I will 
add that Prof. Hofer has many times 
done much to advance technical deep 


drilling. 

Unfortunately there is a difficult 
point in petroleum producing, and that 
is the great danger of the eruption of 
great quantities of oil. In Boryslaw 
there was a great conflagration, in 
which five derricks and reservoirs were 
destroyed. The danger to the life of 
the workman is great, especially if the 
man is exposed in the derrick, because 
it appears that the entire derrick may 
instantaneously catch on fire by an 
eruption of oil, and then the workman 
cannot always retreat to a place of 
safety by means of a rescue cable. In 
Kleczany we have drilled 150 wells 
where the man in the derrick was not 


required.— Naphta.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Jan. 30, 1902. 


The restrictive action of diminished 
speculation that has been pronounced 
all season has had a rather depressing 
effect in this market, and the disposi- 
tion of crushers is to go slow. Not that 
they expect to be able to take on any 
considerable quantity of seed at lower 
values, but they are inclined to be cau- 
tious and learn where they are at. For 
some time there has been a feeling 
among crushers that seed values were 
too thigh, and that impression still 
exists. They affect to believe. that 
present prices are not warranted by 
the condition of supply and demand, 
Undeniably the price is high, yet we 
can se* nothing in the general condi- 
tions that would warrant any import- 
ant decline. There are stronger rea- 
sons for believing an advance in values 
may take place within a month than 
that prices will pass to a permanently 
lower level. The trade have seen the 
market upheld in the face of big re- 
ceipts. To be sure, very little of this 
geed has shown on the commercia] ex- 
changes, and it has not been available 
for “trading’’ purposes. There has 
been starvation in the midst of plenty. 
Nevertheless, the seed has an existence, 
has .passed through the initial mar- 
kets, and is available for crushing. 
The continued small offerings on the 
market accord with the belief that the 
seed that has come forward since Aug. 





1 has practically all passed into the 
hands of crushers and tis not held by 
speculative concerns. Yet the needs of 
the crushers apparently have not been 
fully supplied. Up to the present time 
the market for the most part has been 
a strictly legitimate one. There has 
been little of the speculation so prom- 
inent in former seasons. The May sit- 
uation, however, is yet to be reckoned 
with. It is impossible to give any 
figures as to the amount of outstand- 
ing May contracts, and they may be 
for only limited amounts. In these 
May transactions the traders who 
bought in past months are the longs; 
the crusher who still has hedges to be 
taken off is the short. Thus while 
speculation has had small part in sus- 
taining values in the past, it may be- 
come a quite important factor in the 
coming months in the way of main- 
taining or even advancing values. It 
is this uncertainty in the situation that 
causes the crusher to hesitate. As a 
rule the crushers themselves think we 
will have more than enough seed to go 
around, and, thinking so, are not anx- 
ious to accumulate supplies in excess 
of actual needs. They fully recognize 
the powerful factors behind a _ con- 
trolled market, and do not care to 
tempt fate by placing themselves in a 
position where their financial interests 
may be jeopardized by fluctuations in 
values. The resales of seed that had 
been exported from this country have 
brought about a stimulating effect on 
the markets abroad, ond lead the for- 
cigners to believe we have not as much 
seed from the last crop for export as 
has been represented. It has been an 
important factor in sustaining foreign 
markets, and this enables the parties in 
control of the American market to 
maintain higher prices than the foreign 
price would justify. If last year’s crop 
shall reach 24,000,000 bushels it will be 
the largest ever produced in this coun- 
try; and as it has been demonstrated 
in the last few years that Europe will 
take our surplus at a fair price, there is 
no reason why the American crop of 
flax should not ‘be very largely in- 
creased in future years. The increase 
in consumption of both linseed oi] and 
cake is also a good reason for a larger 
crop. The very high prices ruling dur- 
ing the last two years have been caused 
by a scarcity of linseed in foreign mar- 
kets, and as the production of flax in 
all the countries has not shown that a 
surplus has been raised, it is fair to 
presume that a very much larger pro- 
duction would find a ready market for 
actual consumption. There is nothing 
iu the situation to indicate that the 
next year’s acreage will be any smaller 
than the acreage of 1901, but there are 
many reasons for believing that it will 
be considerably increased. This pros- 
pect of a large acreage will probably 
have very little effect on prices until 
August or September, for meantime the 
country must depend on last year’s 
crop, and foreign countries must de- 
pend on Argentina and India. It is 
quite certain that the crops in those 
countries are not large enough to 
create a surplus. A large crop in this 
country does not necessarily mean that 
prices will be much lower than they 
have been in the last few years, for we 
are well aware that the foreign mar- 
kets can absorb a larger surplus than 
we have ever raised, without material- 
ly affecting prices. Shipments of Ar- 
gentine seed so far indicate that the 
crop is much smaller than last year, 
and reports from India do not lead one 
to believe that any unusual shipments 
may be expected from that country. 
Russia remains to be heard from, but 
that seed will not be available till after 
August, and it is not at all likely that 
sufficient seed will be received from 
Russia to change the general situation. 
The flax markets of the world can 
readily absorb all supplies that may 
come forward from foreign countries or 
that will probably be raised in this 
country. It must be remembered that 
the price of flax at present is very 
high compared with former years. 
The average price heretofore has been 
in the neighborhood of $1.25 a bushel. 
While it is fair to presume that an- 
other crop will be marketed on a basis 
considerably lower than the present 
price, there is no reason to believe the 
new price will be considered a “low” 
price in this country. There probably 
never has been a time in flax history 
when the statistics of the movement 
have been so accurately ascertainable 
as during the present season, for the 
reason that the movement has been 
almost entirely through initial mar- 
kets. Comparatively little seed has 
been absorbed west of Chicago by in- 
terior mills, and such seed can be esti- 
mated near enough to make the statis- 
tics of the ful] crop movement reliable, 
We give below the receipts in ‘bushels,

LINSEED OIL.—The situation in oil 
is rather strong, with numerous in- 
quiries for February, and an occasional 
one for April delivery. There is no 
trading in futures in the West. Spot 
oil is quotably 60c. for raw in carlots 
f. o. b. Chicago, which is the minimum 
price. Several of the larger mills in 
the West are asking 61c., and any free 
acceptance of offerings at that price 
would cause sellers to advance their 
figures to 62c. or higher. There seems 
to be no great surplus. The large de- 
mand early in the fall cleaned out 
stocks at that time, and since then 
there has been no opportunity to accu- 
mulate largely, the mills having had 
orders ahead for the monthly output. 
The consumptive demand in the West 
is larger than that in the East. Should 
buyers hold off till Maren there might 
be some accumulation in the West in 
February, but if buyers come into the 
market in February, as is now indi- 
cated by the inquiries, there will be no 
accumulation in that month. Present 
conditions indicate that oil will be well 
taken up till late in the year. It is 
quite apparent that the amount of lin- 
seed oil that passes into consumption 
in this country yearly has been under- 
estimated in the last two years. There 
is every prospect that the coming 
building season will see an enormous 
consumption of oil, the more conserv- 
ative placing it at 45,000,000 gallons for 
the year, while others think a con- 
sumption of 50,000,000 gallons may be 
reached—the product of 20,000,000 bush- 
els flaxseed. 

CORN OIL—Strong at 6c. a pound, 
equal 46c. a gallon, an advance of 3%c. 
a gallon for the week, on increased do- 
mestic and foreign demand. Corn oil 
cake unchanged at $25.50. 

OLEO OIL.—No activity whatever in 
this market. Buyers holding off, and 
quotations only nominal. Makers 
quote the same as for several weeks 
past—10%c. here and 64 florins Rotter- 
dam. 

STPARINES.—Early in the week 
makers showed a willingness to accept 
lower prices for oleo stearine, and the 
close was at lle. both here and at St. 
Louis, a loss of %c. for the week. The 
market is considered weak at that and 
buyers assert round lots can be se- 
cured at a shade under lic. So far 
as trading goes, the oleo market was 
neglected. New York quotes sales at 
10%4c. Tallow stearine is 74@7%c. and 
yellow grease stearine, 5%c. For the 
latter Europe is still bidding 5%c., but 
thus far sellers have not been inclined 
to meet the buyers’ views and are hold- 
ing for 5%4c. ' 

TALLOW.—There was an_ easier 
feeling all around in tallow and more 
of a disposition on the part of sellers 
to let go of stocks. There were more 
sellers and buyers, and the latter are 
beginning to see prices nearer their 
views. For the present buyers are out 
of the market.

Following is an abstract of the de- 
cision of the court: 

“It is contended for the claimants that 
the shipment of the oil upon the steam- 
ers and its consumption on the vessels 
constituted an exportation The argu- 
ment is drawn from the definition given 
to the verb and the contention is that the 
derivation of the word ‘export’ is ex, 
out of, and portare, to carry, and that 
this is the primary meaning which must 
govern, That is to say, the exportation 
is sufficient when the materials are car- 
ried out of the country. 

“Restricted to the general definition, the 
etymological meaning of which is ‘to 
carry out of or ‘away,’ the contention 
would cover this case. Lexicons, how- 
ever, go farther. The words ‘to export’ 
have a specific meaning. They mean ‘to 
send to a distant point, as commodities; 
send for sale or exchange to other coun- 
tries or places.’ Exports refer to mer- 
chandise or commodities in the way of 
commerce shipped to foreign countries. An 
exporter is one who ships goods, wares, 
or merchandise of any kind to a foreign 
country or distant place for sale. An ex- 
portation is the act or practice of ex- 
porting or of sending out commodities 
from one country to another for traflic 
or sale. These specific definitions from 
standard lexicons show that the mere car- 
rying out is not the only essential to an 
export. Commercially, the commodities 
must go somewhere beyond the sea in 
shipments made from home ports. 

“The low dictionaries sustain this specific 
and technical meaning. Bouvier says ex- 
portation in common law is the act of 
sending goods and merchandise from one 
country to another. Rapalje and Law- 
rence say the same thing. Jacobs-Yem- 
lins say it is the shipping or carrying out 
the native commodities of England to 
other countries. Black, English, Whar- 
ton, and others approve this specific de- 
finition and meaning. So, an exportation 
means, according to general understand- 
ing, the transfer of merchandise from one 
country to another. 

“The first and most elementary rule of 
construction is that words are used in 
stautes in their technical meaning if they 
have acquired one. From this presump- 
tion it is not allowable to depart unless 
adequate grounds are found either in the 
context or in the consequence which 
would result from the literal interpreta- 
tion. (Endlich on Interpretation of Stat- 
utes, sec. 2.)

“Our attention has been invited to the 
various statutes relating to drawbacks to 
show, for the Government, that the re- 
fund was only intended by Congress to 
be made on goods returned whence they 
came or to some other foreign country;

Nearly all lines show improved con- 
ditions and dealers report very fair 
business, with an excellent outlook. 
The situation as regards corn products 
absorbs considerable attention and 
quotations for corn starch and corn 
dextrine have advanced sharply on re- 
ports in connection with the talked-of 
$80,000,000 combination. Dealers claim 
that prices for the above mentioned 
articles are now above the point war- 
ranted by the cost of raw material and 
that there seems to be no limit to the 
advancing tendency. Gambier is slight- 
ly firmer than was the case earlier in 
the week, but quotations for store 
goods show no change from those men- 
tioned in our last report. Nutgalls 
continue very firm, with spot stocks of 
Chinese grade very light. Indigo is 
unchanged here. We have further in- 
formation regarding the Calcutta auc- 
tions. Yellow prussiate of potash is 
not quotably changed, but the market 
has been rather quiet this week. 

ALBUMEN.—The situation as _ re- 
gards both egg and blood albumen is 
without material change from condi- 
tions previously reported. There is a 
continued moderate to fair demand for 
jobbing quantities of blood albumen, 
the better grades receiving the bulk of 
attention. Egg albumen is moving 
fairly well in a jobbing way. Quota- 
tions remain unchanged as noted in 
our last report, and are repeated as 
follows:—Egg albumen, 42@47c.; blood 
albumen, 14@20c., as to quality and 
quantity. 

ANILINE OIL.—Demand is fair and 
there is a steady tone to the market, 
which is firm at quotations, but which 
is without features of particular in- 
terest. Quotations are 9%,@10c., as to 
quantity. 

ANILINE SALT.—There is nothing 
new to report as regards the condition 
of the market for aniline salt. In con- 
formity with conditions abroad _ the 
market here is firm but unchanged as 
last quoted, viz.:—8%@9%c., as to 
quantity. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—AIl tin sol- 
utions are moving moderately well and 
bichloride is no exception to the gen- 
eral rule, but the market attracts no 
marked degree of attention. Prices are 
unchanged and steady on the basis of 
previous quotations, which are re- 
peated as follows:—50. deg., 8@9c.; 60 
deg., 10%@12c. 

BICHROMATES.—As noted in our 
report in last week’s issue, the market 
for bichromate of potash is somewhat 
easy, and while prices are not quotably 
changed, it is intimated that the in- 
side figure might be shaded. The situ- 
ation regarding bichromate of soda 
shows no noteworthy change. Quota- 
tions are repeated as follows:—Bichro- 
mate of potash, 814,@8%c.; bichromate 
of soda, 64@6%c., as to quantity. 

CUTCH.—Very litile interest seems 
to be accorded the market for cutch, 
which continues dull and unchanged. 
Late receipts amount to only 100 cases 
on the Cevic, but there is no dearth of 
supplies on spot. Prices are not quot- 
ably changed and are repeated as fol- 
lows:—Mat.

1.75c.; German, in casks, 1.70@2c.; in 
kegs, 1.90@2.30c. 

INDIGO.—Locally the indigo situa- 
tion is without change, and probably 
will continue in the same state until 
after the Calcutta manket becomes set- 
tled. Latest advices from there in re- 
gard to the auctions were received here 
on Wednesday, and report the result of 
the sales up to Jan. 23, at which time 
the total amount sold was _ 37,000 
maunds, of which about 900 cases, say 
252,000 lbs., are for the United States. 
The report states further that the Cal- 
cutta market is firmer, and prices for 
the better grades are Rs. 5 higher. It 
is estimated that, including the amount 
disposed of at private sale, about half 
the crop has now been sold. There was 
another sale on Jan. 30, details of which 
will be published in our next issue. 
We repeat local quotations as follows:— 
Bengal, low grades, 60@65c.; medium, 
65%42.@75c.; high grade, 85c.@$1; Kru-

There are something over 100 
cases on the Asama, due here in about 
a month, which are quoted at 14c., but 
it is not likely that any quantity of 
this lot could be obtained. Blue Aleppo 
galls are very firm, and it is doubtful 
if any could be had under 15%c. Sales 
are reported at better than l6c. Ad- 
vices from London state that that mar- 
ket is very firm, although the available 
stock is about 8,000 bags, against about 
4,000 bags last year. 

PRUSSIATES.—The market for yel- 
low prussiate of potash has quieted 
down somewhat, and although prices 
are not quotably changed, it is said 
that the inside figure of 13%c. might 
be shaded and that goods might pos- 
sibly be had down to 13%c., although 
it is known that this price was re- 
fused this week.
